16. a people that fat in darkneſs, and jn the.region and ſha- 
dow of death );. bordering upon, and being it ſelf half, Gen- 
tile. . And this remote ignoble Region Gods wiſdom chole for 
the habitation and education of his-own Son; and. the Lord 
of all the Earth. For which country of hisoar Savior ſuffered 
much mortification and ſcorn all his lifefrom the great ones 
of the Jews, ſaying, that the Meflids could notcome from ſuch 
a place ; *and was alſo afterward, by the enemies of Chriſtianity 
Julian and others, reproachfully call'd the Galilean.

If 
therefore the Baptiſt, who was to be but our Saviors Meſſenger, 
was, for this office, filled with the Holy Ghoft from the womb

SapF 
how much more may we ſay thathe did ſo, to this pure Vir- 
gin, of whom by the Holy Ghoſt he produced his natural Son?

{urprize him. Then tells him, that all theſe are his,and to whom- 
foever he pleaſcth he can give them, ( and the proſperity. and 
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flouriſhing! ofthe wicked 'for a' time in this world ſeebrd. to 
make:good hiswords')"that therefore; if he would but bow: his 
knee, and give him the honour due to ſuch a Patron and-Bene- 
facor'; All ſhould be our Lords,/ and he: preſently poſſeſſed: of 
them: 'Whence our Lord:might ſee, that; for all che high titles 
that might be given him; be had been in'the/ world but poorly

It is likely that Satan ſet forth this laſt Temptation with 
many more words; and ſhewed'the'many honours he had for- 
merly. beſtowed upon his true Servants; Hoping alſo, that the 
ſight and view of ſuch-worldly Pompe might much work upon 
ſuch a Novice, and one ſo meanly: educated.: : As our firſt. Pa-

bidden fruit Gen. 3. 6. and as the Iſraelites, brought out of the

Therefore, our Lord uſually, when at Je- 
rulalem, after his publick teaching them in che Temple, and 
his daies-work' there done, withdrew himſelf, and'had no pri- 
vate> meetings and conferences ; 'as hefajd athistryal, that 1 
ſecret hehad daid-norhing; and many timesat night; remov- 
ed,-withhis Diſciples, - oat of the City; neither, t {eve- 
ral in the-Country' are mentioned, do we hear of our Lords 
admitting aty-catertainments in the City , though we may 
reſume, 'he! wanted not fome Invitations. And' all this was 
at aeceflary, for deferring the Confpiracies of his enemies, till

3-11. where they alſo fell down before and worſhipped him, 
and Luk, 4.41. the Devils, ſaith the Evangeliſt, came out of 
many, crying out, . and ſaying, Thou art Chriſt the Son of God, 
for they (faith he) knew that he was Chritt.'' .See alſo As 16. 
17, 18.) He being cither' made to'ſpeak this truth out'of con- 
ftraint and'againft his will, or out of flattery, hoping ſo to find 
fome favourtrom him, who was neither able to carry-his prey 
ut \ away, 
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of - our Saviour Jeſus" Chrift, - 
away; orhimfſelf to quitthe place. ::: Our Lord firſt; commands 
-himfilence, (as elſewhere Luk; 4.47. and as alfo the /Apoltles 
As 16:8.) not accepring any ſuch:teftimony:from the Fa- 
ther of lies ( which Author alſo might render it ſuſpicions, and 
therefore ſpeak it, that-it might not be believed ) and charged 
him alſo to leave the perſon. -So roaring out -again-amain,' as 


it dreading thoſe greater ſufferings to which he: was remitted), 
 oratleaſt the loſs of his prey, he threw down the perſon in the 


midft of the people, and ſoleft him without any further hurt. - 


This is the firſt Devil: that is mentioned to' have bin caſt our 
by our. Lord ( as ſtill 'greater. works by . degrees are ſhewed by 
him ) and the firſt Confeflion made by them of his perſon, and 
of their ſubjeQtion ro'him: upon which the peaple much- ad- 
miring, cryed out, what virtue and power hath this man, that 
the Devils ſtreight obey his commands ?. 3.4 

After this our Lord, departing from the Synagogue with his 
four Diſciples, entred into the houſe of Simon Peter at noon , 


there to take his dinner. . See Lz4.:14. 1; where it ſeems was his 


ordinary abode when in Capernaum. [Here Simon Peters wives 
mother lay ſick of a Feavor ( probably ſeizing on her but the 
night before, otherwiſe our Lord would have bin importuned 
tor her ſooner.) whom he preſeyggly healed with only touching 


her with his hand and rebukin&;” and commanding the fteavor- 


to depart from her -- who preſently aroſe; and helpedto provide 


neceſſaries for them. For the reft of the day being the Sab-. 


bath, he was free from the: multitude till the evening after- ſun 
ſet. But then, ſaith St. Mark, all the City-were-gathered abour 
the door; bringing their fick to be cud 1 

ſefſed with Devils, whom trembling aid confefling him, as the 
former had done in the Synagogue, that he was Chriſt the Son 
of God, he preſently filenced them, both as Wy to borrow: 
any teſtimony from ſuch vile and detaſtable wig 


which-tended to the prevention of his ſufferings, -and contradi- 
ions he was to undergo; asalfo propoſing himſelf; in-a pat- 
tern tous of modeſty, and humility,in not permitting any thing 
to our own praiſe to be faid in our preſence. 
All people thus flocking after him, the next morning, for 
prevngieg the like [concourſe , and likewiſe for preparing 
imſelf for his intended journey; and :circuit about Galilee, he 
aroſe a great while before day, and before the: Diſciples. were 
awake, oraware Of it, and: departed into'a ſolitary place, _

As forthe following Hiſtory -oboar Lords Travels, Sermons , 
and Miracles inGalitee; i(-which-are more fully [related by the 
threefirft Evangelifts ) there Jſeeras/a great uncertaiuty as to 
the time and place of ſeveral ofthem ; thele at endeavoring 
brief relations, and chiefly intending the matter, but not the 
Order, as a thing of leſs conſequence. Nor is the  contexture 
of theſe ſtories inithe Harmonifts, ( though gathered by:them 
with a moſt diligent and ſcrupulous obſervation of theoircam- 
ſtances, )and of any neceflary connetion, -expreficed in any one 
of the Evangeliſts'; yet ſo evident, or agreeing with one another, 
asthat there doth not remain probable yy 1 ry of ranging 
ſeveral of them otherwiſe. Therefore -I ſhall, without 'much 
ſelicirude- or anxiety in a matter, -which ſeems by no induſtry 
clearly decidable nor. an \errour therein much damagable, 
choſe to follow that Method wherein the moſt of rhem do con- 
ſeat, and have already pitched on. Our 
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$216,217. of our Saviour Jeſus Chriſt. 
and Coaſts bordering onthe welt fide ot the Lake, having made 
himſelf fo publickly known, was by the concourſe of people 
ſtill leatas forced frequently tochange his place; and at 
laſt, ſaith the Evangeliſt, abſeat himſelf from the Cities and 
repair into ſolitudes, and deſarts: where company. if not 
wholly prevented, yet was ſomewhat lefſened ; and fo he mighr 
_ communicate his doQrine and' mighty works more freely to 
new Auditors ; which exceflive concourſe of pepple we may 
imagine he avoided upon many other reaſons; not only for 
procuring hereby ſome time of neceflary reft both to himſelf 
and his Diſciples, bur alſo for the not giving any jealouſy to 
Herod, and for preventing any diſturbance from his Officers ; 
tordeclining the ſuſpition of affetting popularity and applauſe; 
and for remedying the inconveniences ſuch great multitudes 
of men, women, and children, remote from Cities, might ſuf- 
ter for want of proviſions. | 

After ſome time thus ſpent in Galilee, for the further ſpread- 
ing ſtill of his new Goſpel, he gave order to his Diſciples to 
paſs over to the other fide. of the Sea of Galilee Mat. 8. 18. Up- 
on which a Scribe came to him, and offered his ſervice to at- 
tend upon, him whitherſoever he went ; his intentions herein 
are not mentioned ; bat by our Lords anſwer it may be ſuſpet- 
ed, that upon ſeeing. ſuch wonderful works of our Lord, and 
{ucha fame of,;and concourſe to, him, he hoped (like Simon Ma- 
gus ) the purchaſe of ſome great reputation, or gain to himſelf 


ajſo thereby. 'Our Lord the better to inform him of the hard» 


ſhip, and poverty of ſuch a ſervice, told Lim ; that the Foxes 
[ perhaps intimating therein the cunning and wiſe men of this 
world ] had provided themſelves holes, and the wandring birds 
neſts where to repoſe,and retire themſelves; but the Son of man 
had not where to lay his head. For our Lord had no houſe, no 
poſſeſſions of his own, even in Capernaum was only a ſojourner 
in anothers houſe, probably Peters: and in his travels and pera- 
grationsit ſeems by Mark. 1.45. took up his lodgings on nights 
ſub dio in deſart places ; His great fame alſo and conflux of peo- 
ple to him hindring, ſaith the Evangeliſt, that he could no 
more openly enter into the Cities. Which defarts in any re- 
miſhon of buſineſs, and vacancy from the crowds of people, he 
made uſe of for praier L#k,5.16. So( Mark. 6.46.) at night at- 
ter he had miraculouſly fed. ſuch a multitude, he went higher 
into the Mountain, and there taking up his lodging ( =_ it 
| ſeems 


OnrLord then, 'in+ this his travelling through theſe Cities $5. 216. 
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ſeems by what happened. to his:Diſciples in a yery tempeſtuous 
night ) Hearn. 7s till the fourth-watch, or the third 
hour in the morning. And again Mae.1y; 32. he is ſaid to have 
remained-threedaies together in a deſart Mountain, aad ma- 
ny thouſands with him, among which many women alſo and 
children, , whom.it ſeems much tranſported with his diſcourſes, 
and having taken little care of;;themſelves, :he miraculouſly 
ted, that they might nor be famiſhed. - And the like was-his 
practice at Gethſemane, at the foot of Mount Olivet, at the 
times when he preached in Jeruſalem. Yet ſurely ſuch hard- 
ſhips our Lord underwear, not necefiitated thereto, either for 
want of friends, and benefactors, who had obliged ſo many 
with his migacles, or alſo;of an inheritance (though this ſmall) 
from his parentage ; but ſuch poverty and derelicion of all 
things he rather choſe, fora ſingleattendance, without any other 
folicitudes, or embarraſments whatever on the Goſpel, becauſe 
the labourer he knew, at leaſt from the Divine-proviſfion, could 
not want his ſalary , viz. neceflaries;- and alſo 7-58 recommen- 
. dation of the like condition to ethers: that defiredito be more 
perfet. And ſome ſuch thipg we ſee he ſed to theyoung 
rich man upon the account of attaining on 7 Mat. 19. 23. 
with which anſwers: of our Lord; it-is probable the Scribe here 
. (as that. young. man) diſheartned ,/cooled-in, and receded 
from his farmer:pu e, and pretentions.” :;; $* #1440315 5 
Upon this free offer of the Scribe $; Matthew infers another; 
and. Luke a third, ( though perbaps not all pccurring at the 
_ ſametime) oftwo other perſons whooffered their conſtant: at- 
tendance: upon our Lord, either freely on their own accord ; 
or..alſo by him. invited. to it, only requeſted his leave to dil- 
patch one buſineſs firſt, and this in order thereto ; the ane of 
them the burying of his Father ; news being ſuppoſed to have 
come then ſuddainly to him of his death, a matter Ry 
of great piety, and capable alſo ot no long retardment, or de- 
lay ( though ſome other -Commevtators, think that his Father 
being aged, and near hisGrave, the Diſciple defired to be diſ- 
penced with till after his death.) The other defired his _ 
miſſion only firſt to ſhew the civility to his friends and kindred 
athomeof bidding them Adieu;' a thing of leſs ſtay or demur 
than the other. Yet our Lord to ſhew us the great importance 
of immediatly proſecuting good purpoſes, and eſpecially the 
things belonging to the Kingdom of God ; and the nothingneſs 
of, and danger of temptation by, ſuch ſecular — and

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_ calling in reſpe&t ofhis former ſad condition, and of

To the other ; that who« 
ſo pats his'hands once to the Plow and looketh back, is not fic 
for the Kingdom of God; for if the Plow-man looks back but 
for a minute, his plow cannot go right. | Signifying, in both 
his anſwers, greatintentiveneſs and diligence without any di- 
trations, required in proſecuting that only buſineſs, our Sal- 
vation; and eſpecially ſuch as are imployed in the procuring 
alſo the ſalvation of orhers ; 'and ſeeing much better then they 
the harm to their new'/good reſolutions that might be incurred 
by theſe impediments; that rhe one in burying his Father, 
would next be-ingaged about ſertling the. inherirance too ; and 
the other by his kindred diſheartned in his preſent good pur- 
poles; and allured' by. fome other baits from further purſuing 
them. *'Which anſwers of our Lord call to'/ mind the Leflon 
elſewhere to his Diſciples Maze.

the people; and ſtaying ftill in the ſhip, bad them preſently to 
paſs over to the other fide of the Lake; perhaps having: ſome 
great compaſſion of the miferable Demoniacks-that were tlitre. 
But there being ſeveral other ſmall hips in the Port, ſome G- 
thers alſo eatred into them and ftill accompanied him. In 
their ſailing thither-ward' there defcended- a'great ſtorm of 
wind upon the Lake, whilſt'our Lord , wearied with his daies

Whereupon he ſtreight rebuked the Wind, and 
the Sea, ſaying, Peace be ſtill; and:then blamed them not for 
repairing to him in this: their danger, but for their great fear, 
and want of faith, 'as he doth-very frequently: want of faith 
in God; who expects a confidence in him (which alſo cannot 
be without ſome degree of love of him) not only in the juſt 
and his Servants, -but alſo in finners ( among whom alſo the 
juſt ought to reckon themſelves) a confidence ſutable to the 
moſt vigilant Divine providence, extended not. only to the 
ood, but to all the Creation. Whilſthe is, as exceeding faith-

when they make their humble addrefles to him ; and this alſo 
is a great honour to his mercy; that finners alſo believe in it; 
and this faith alſo in them. is a very effetual meaus of receiv- 
ing ſuch his 'mercies.

--Qur Lord, the next morning landed in the Country of the 
Gadarens or Gergſeans, a region given by Moſes to the tribe 
of Reuben, Dan, and half thatofManaſles, probably now in- 
habited partly by Iſraelites ( the cauſe of our Lords going thi- 
ther ) partly by Gentiles; as may be gathered by ſach ftore of

And firſt, like the former poſſefled perſon in the Synagogue, 
confeſling who he was , and pleading they moleſted not, nor 
gave any affronts to, him, they beſought and then adjured him 

y God ( by ,whoſe eternal laws their extreme ſufferings were 
yetdeferred ) that he would not preſently ſend them away into 
the Abyfle, nor torment them before the time ( of which fee 
before $. _ noryetexpel rhem our of that country ; theſe 
baving by Gods permiſſion perhaps certain regions and circuits 
of their [ranging- afligned to them, wherein they are with all 
diligence to ſerve their Prince, the God of this world, as the 
Apoftles ſtile him , and being perhaps more addicted to the 
places wherein they have done much miſchief. 

Our Lord, the more to diſcover, what a condition and crowd 
of them were gotten into one- of theſe miſerable wretches, 
(which alſo cauſed ſuch a ——_ and fury in him beyond or- 
dinary Demoniacks no way to be maſtered ) and to ſhew what 
a palace they eſteemed fuch a lodging, and what ſolace,the miſ- 
chief they can doin and to it whenever permitted, asked this 
unclean Spirit, what was his naine : the evil Spirit, for the great 


multitude of them gotten into this hold, and perhaps for moy- 


ing the more his compaſſion to them being 16 many, expreſſed 
it.-by the word: Legion; a military term ( as theſe evil Spirits 


' ſerve a perpetual warfare againſt man ) which hath bin uſed 


by the Romans in ſeveral times for a various number, but ordi- 
narily for many thouſands. From which may be gathered 
what an infinite multitude of faln/ Angels there be, and which 
coaſt up and down, in theſe lower Regions outof envy, ſeeking 


.the perdition of men ; As likewiſe, what a ſtrict guard and pro- 
| tection - 
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tedion God hath over.us,thartthemelice of fo many thouſands 


-of them ſhonld beconfined to; and. impriſoned as it were-in; one 


ſon; and _ from which'is manifeſted the great Maje- 
y and power of our Lord not only over fingle, butwhole ar- 


| miesand Legions of them, ſupplicating at his feet, and flatter- 


ing him with his Titles; -- 9-444 | 

- Now. there. being /higher-in the Mountain, and not far off an 
herd of abqut two thouſand Swine feeding, the Devils rhere- 
fore: beſought our Lord, the rather hoping to obtain ſuch their 
requeſtof a Jew, that they might enter at leaſt into the Swine ; 
Unclean Spirits into theſe unclean Beaſts; which our Lord =_ 
mitting they carried the ſwine down a precipice from the hill, 
and drowned them all 'in the Lake. Wherein theſe evil Spi- 


'rits preſently betrayed their malice, endeavoring by this to 1n- 


cenſe the Gadarens and the owners of the ſwine , ( doubt- 
leſs no ſmall number of perſons) againſt our Lord'( as indeed 
it p_—_ ) ; though by this means they preſently diſpoſlefied 
themſelves of thatharbour, and lodging for which they ſo ear- 
neſtly - importuned our Lerd. Which ſhews alſo ia the poſle(- 
ſion of men their greateſt conſolation to be doing the more 
hurt to them and others; and that, if permitted, they would 
have as ſoon diſpatched rhe two poſſeſſed as they did the-fwine, 
though to their own dammage, and their inns 2; 4.8 Amma 
ſome of thoſe greater ſufferings they ſo: much deprecated. 
Meanwhile our Lord ( who well foreknew what would be the 
iſſue) yet for many good reaſons might permit the fa, firſt 
hereby to ſhew more manifeſtly what a number of Devils were 
ejxeRted out of the man, by their diflodging { none being indulg- 
ed to. have more than one ) into ſuch a number of {wine ; and 
what a preſervation thus the whole country received from: our 
Lord. 2ly. Again, hereby to make a tryal of the virtue of the 
Gadarens, whether for the freedom, and redemption of thoſe 
miſerable objes of their pitty, their brethren and fellow-citi- 
zens out of the cruel hands6t ſo many Devils, they would re- 
ſign and take chearfully the loſs of ſome of the moſt unclean, 
and unneceſffary of their goods : which loſs the owners of them, 
being ſo many, to any ſingle perſon might not be great; as alſo 
to ſhew us how much the 095 of another man isto bevalued 
beyond that of our own eſtate. 3ly. Perhaps alſo fince theſe 
creatures are unprofitable any way fave for tood, and this pro- 
hibiced the Jews, to puniſh thus a tault in the owners of them,

tual:miſchiefs, and damages theſe evil Spirits could, and would 
do even to any thing belonging to us, if they were not reſtrain- 
cd by the divine goodneſs. ; 
|  Theſeand many other good ends might be of ſuch a permiſ- 
fion. Bat this accident, according to the rudeneſs of that peo- 
ple, had a much contrary effet. For the ſwine-keepers, haſt- 
ing into the Town, and declaring our Lords arrival there, and 


what had happened to the two miſerable poſſeſſed men, alſo. 


what tothe ſwine, the inhabitants preſently upon it, before our 
Lord entred into their city, went forth to prevent him. And 
though they could not but have heard of our Lords many mi- 
racles wrought elſewhere, and many among themſelves had 
need of the like mercies, and though the loſs of their goods 
was no way valuableto the ſalvation both of their ſouls, and 
bodies by this gracious viſit of the Meflias, had no ſence of ſuch 
happineſs; But inſtead of returning our Lord thanks for the 
pou mens delivery outof ſuch a ſlavery, beheld by them now 
ober, and clothed, and magnifying our Lord, and humbly 
fitting athis feer, inſtead of fitting down with them, and hear- 
ing his Divine words or bringing their ſick to him, and invit- 
ing him, and his Diſciples into rheir City, being much offend- 
ed with what had pafled, and-dreading rather what might 
happen upon ſuch another diſpoſſeſlion to the reſt of their 
goods, intreated our Lord to leave their coaſts; as if the Devils 
after leaving the ſwine had ſeized upon them. 

But meanwhile, by ſuch a notable circumſtance of the loſs 
of the ſwine, the fame of our Lords miracle on the pofſefſed,, 
and foveraignty over ſuch an army of devils, was rendred much. 
greater. And'from hence allo may be obſerved, that God 
many 'times in this world { but alwaies for the more advan- 
cing our ſalvation hereafter) doth not his favours ſo grety,, 
that they ſhall be qualified on our fide with no other- Crofles, 
by which price as it were we may ſeem to purchaſe them of 
him, thoogh the one be' unconfiderable- in refpect of the other:

Then in the next place, expounding to them, but ſo alſo to all 
the multitude, the true leafs of the law, much contrary to the 
then ordinary Gloſſes of the Phariſees ; and which law, unleſs 
his Diſciples kept, and obſerved better than the other, they 
ſhould not enter into the Kingdom of heaven: which law alſo 
he told them he came.not todeftroy or to relax ( as he was tra- 
duced.) but to fulfil, and vindicate evea to the leaſt tittle there- 
of. Laſtly, He inftruQts them in their behaviour, and in the 
right performance of the three great Chriſtian Duties of Praier,

Concerning Beatitude, thus he teacheth them; that as to

Having ſaid this, of the reverence we ought to bear towards 


God, andalſoall hiscreatures in matter of Oaths ; aud of the 


ſimplicity, and. innocency, and moderation, that ought to be 
of our words in-all our Converſation ; and the prudent art of 
avoiding perjury by not ſwearing at all, he proceeds to fome 
other precepts, regarding our carriage to our neighbour, that 
was allo much miſinterpreted by the Phariſees, and tranſgrefſed 
in Common practice. : | |

Contrary, though the Contrary may be done withoutany guilt: 
whilſt thus we-preſerve a firm peace and tranquillity in our 
mind by alittle-ftuffering, 'when reſiſtance and contention hard- 
ly: carche without ſome degree of hatred toward" our: brother, 
and defire of revenge: : Again, 'thas many times we gain over 
our brother, Mat-18. 15. and convert him to us ; and” receive 
voluntarily from him; by ſuch our condeſcention, that amends, 
which-we could: not by contending ; atleaſt we are recompen- 
ſed abundantly by Ged for what we have; with ſuch an holy 


1gtention, ſuffered trom «them ;. Laſtly all theſe' are Heroical 

practiſes of Humility, and dorſhew a true. contempt of theſe 

temporal things ( notthought worthy our ftrife ), and a defire 

in us of ſufferings, in Conformity to our Lord ; and —

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In the ſame'matter allo our Lord prefſeth further; that-they 
ſhoutd not only: patiently, and without any revindication fuf- 
ter evil from men; but alſo inwardly love thoſe who did it to 
them, and again out of this Love, do alt good to thofe from 
whom they :received ſuch evil. - That indeed it had bindaid 
among them'formerly, that they ſhould love their Neighbour, 
and hate their enemy : (See Luk. 10. 29, the Lawyer harping 
upon it;:who, to juſtify himſelt in this: point, 'asked ,' who was 
his Neighbour, and our Lord, to inftra@thim herein; inftanced 
1m one-profefied enemy: ſhewing mercy' on another; ' a Samari-! 
tanon'a Jew. )' And -perhaps the Phariſees and people were 
induced to fucly a perſwafion' from'Gods commanding them 
to cut off the Nations, who were by him ſentenced 'to ſuch a 
deftraction ;« that the ſeverity thereof might be a warning to 
themſelves it in- like manner offending. But herein the [1traes 
lites indeed were only ' Executioners of: Divine juſtice '2nd ex= 
preſsCommands ;' and without doabr-ought to have done” this 
thing with all pirty, and without any hate toward theſe miſe- 
rables, -or any men whatever, or any other of Gods creatures; 
who are all to be loved for his fake. -And the law plainly 
taughr, and the Saints under it practifed, the contrary' to this 
Pharifaical corruption : See Exod.23.4. -Job. 31. 29.-Pſal. 7. 4+ 
-3F: 14. -Prov, 24.17--25. 21. quoted by S. Paul Rom.r 2. -If thine 
enemy hunger , give him bread, doubtleſs in the firſt place to 
gain our enemy to us, as Aft. 18. 15. though if not gained the 
iffue would be heaping more wrath upon him: but this contrary 
to our intention. Our Lord therefore informs them, that their 
enemies alſ{q., 'without any. diftin@ion, ' were to'be reckoned 
amongft their Neighbours,-and ſo they were alfo to love them: 
as themſelves; do good'ro thoſe that hated them ; bleſs thoſe 
that curſed ( which: thing was panctually ' praiſed afterwards 
by theſe his diſciples. --Beong reviled we bleſs, being defaned-we 


intreat, being perſecuted we ſuffer it, and reſiſt "not, x Cori 4 12, 


13.) and thatthey ſhould pray for thoſe that deſpitefully uſe 
and perſecute them { as our Lord did on the Croſs, and Sr. Ste- 


phen in his lapidation). For thar if they loved only the lovers 


of them; did good, gave, or lent mony to'thoſe returning to 
them again thelike favours; what expdcbdiany thanks or re- 
ward could they expect from God, for this, uſual amongft the 
worſt of men, Publicans and Heathens > but for doing this to 
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conciler of,and 
he ſaid before that they ſhall ſpecially be called his cbildren. 
_ Laſtly, for theſe matters he gave them. this general rule, that 
all things, not that others ſhould do, but that they would that 
others ſhould do to them, that they ſhould do to others. For 
this was the ſumm of what the laws enjoyned as to our Neigh- 
-bour.- Further, toenforcethis, he alſo aſſured them, that tho 
they were not to do to others what others in any kind of evil 
did to them; Yet that whatever they did to others, the ſame 
ſhould be done again to them : and as they meted in their be- 
haviour and carriage to others in good or evil,:in forgiving and 
giving to them, orin ſmiting, or robbing them, it ſhould be 
meaſured to them again ( Gods juſtice taking great care of ir, 
as he did before, being complained-toof the mans paying the 
laſt farthing ) an exa& meaſure, full, preſſed down; and ſhaken 
together, and running over: and this done to them by.others, 
Gods inſtruments therein, though they ſaw no cauſe toexpe&t 
or fear it from the ſame perſons, to whom themſelves had for- 
merly done good, or harm: that therefore on this account , 
they ſhould alſo forbear judging , cenſuring , or condemanin 
others, that themſelves might not be ſo. And that they ſhoul 
rather endeavour to ſee the greater faults in themſelves, chan 
blame the ſmaller of their Neighbours ; and to caſt the beam 
out of their own eye, before they pick the motes out of: other 
mens; that otherwiſe in theirattempting to reify, lead and 
guide others, whilft themſelves alſo are blinded, the end thereof 
will only be their falling both into the pir. 

Our Lord, having thus expounded the true extent of ſeveral 
precepts, eſpecially it they would obſerve them in fuch a de- 
gree, as Might attain WS 4 (which precepts were 
tormerly much miſ-underſtood) proceeds further to inſtruct 


them jn the mannerof their performance in general of their 

good works, and of thoſe three great Chriſtian Duries ; the firſt 

relating to God, the ſecond to our Neighbour, the third to 

our ſelves; Prayer, Almes, and Fafting, or mortification and 

ſubduing of the fleſh to. the Spirit : of their performing theſe 

ſo, as that.they might be acceptable to, and rewardab Rd. 
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 $:273,274. of Our Saviour Feſus Chr BT. 
Godi:(-whilft the: Phariſees in all the(e;, doing them with a 
wrong intention, 'loft but their labouracd charge).»{Reward- 
able1ſay, Foras in Almes and charities to-our neighbour God 
hath engaged to pay to us again, and that preſſed down, what 
ever good we do to others; 'So in Prayer he looks upon us as 
much honouring him thereby; and in faſting, -as ſuffering 
ſomething tor hisſake, in order to better ſerving him by. ſub- 
duing of thefleſh; 'and ſo alfo for theſe in his great bounty pro- 
vides a reward. Bur in all theſe our Lord ſaw the vain-glori- 
ous Phariſees to looſe their. recompence with God, by doing 
them to be ſeen of men; as by their ſounding a Trumpet for 
gathering together: the poor, when they had almes ro beſtow 
( as is ſaid alſo to be done in diftributing'the poors Tithes) ; 
and as their ſtanding in the market-place, toperform their De- 
votions, ſuppoſed to be made there, for Gods rewarding their 
BenefaQors, and for averting his judgments from the people, 
&c, By this device gaining much charities from filly women ; 
and by their hanging down their heads, and looking pittifully, 
when they faſt upon like occaſions.  ButourLord told his, that 
theſe:duties, ta be recompenced by God, were to beſocleanſed 
from all applauſe from men, as that in the diſtributing of their 
Almes, if it were poſlible, the left hand ſhould *not know whar 
the right was doing: and that in faſting, they ſhould rather 
diſguiſe' it by waſhing their face and anointing their Head: and 
in their prayer, that they ſhould betake themſelves tro their 
Cloſet, and ſhut the door after them : for that thus the more 
they endeavoured to vide their work, the more would God, 
that ſeeth all ſecret things, manifeſt it in: a /publick rewarding 
thereof. => 

That alſo in their prayers. they ſhould not uſe many vain 
repetitions, like the heathen, out of any diffidence in God ; as 
if he knew, or underſtood not their wants before they asked 
him; orwas averſe, or careleſs in relieving them before with 
many words perſwaded thereto.. For that if they, ſo evil na- 
tured, rejected not the prayers of their children, 'but give all 
things neceſſary or cok or them, how much more would the 
mono goodnefſsand kindneſsof their Heavenly Father'do the 
ame? 

Thus our Lord endeavours to arm them with much faith 
and confidence in their devotions: knowing how neceſſary this 
is to the good ſucceſs of their prayers, and to fortify them a- 
gainſt all diſtruſt, either of his divine omniſcience, or paternal

That therefore thus 
rrus and falſe teachers way be known. by the fruit of their do- 
ctrines in their Auditors 3it theſe tend tothe infuling into them 
higher degrees of all kinds of piety and charity ; Or, on the 
coutrary do infuſe any feeds of impiety, injuſtice, uncharita- 
blenels, ſeaſualliberty, uncleannels, or ſedition , and difobe- 
dience to Digaities and Superiors. This as to the fruit of their 
docrines. Bur ſecondly, becaule as to their perſons, the root 
in luch falſe teachers alwaies is evil ; i. e. their affeRions and 
intentions are perverted, which perverle affeftions at laſt ma- 
Viteſt themſelves in their lives and practices ; theſe cither for 
ſecular ends, teaching doQtrines not believed, and known by 
them to. be falſe, y to deceive, which ends and hypo- 
crily, will certainly diſcover themſelves in their works; or tho 
the doQtrines taught are alſo believed by them, yer there are 
lome vicious inchoations reſpeQing ſecular intereſts, which do 
induce ſuch a beleif ( eſpecially where they depart from the 
Fea the Church, and former Superiours) : and fach 
ecular intereſts will ar in their works, and manners ; and 
the heart, bad in one thing, will be ſo-in another. Therefore 
the Apoſtles do deſcribe frequently ſuch falſe teachers, as viti- 
OusS.n their lives, and ſeducing with their fair ſpeeches ( when 
in their ſheeps clothing ) See Rom. 16. 17, 13.-Phil. 3. 19. -2Cor. 
LE. 3, 13. *k T8. 4-2 *Tt 3-11-22 Pet. 2.3, 19. &c. in which 
texts. they. are repreſented as mt plraancen, gloria ſfittentes, 
afſentatores, invidt, maledice. & obtretatores, ventri dedtt , ſus 
temporalibus. commads. S. avaritia ſervientes (© ſuum negoctum 
agentes |, \gme way or other], ). non: veritatr: noting them 
ipecially, ascovetous. ſenſual, ſpeaking ill of Dignities. But 
here note, thatby falſe Prophets. are chiefly. meant thoſe who 
know their doctrines. to. be: falſe; and-.intend to. deceive and 
teach in Hypocriſy, and live in. diſobedience to a Superiour 
Church-agtbority. Otherwiſe ſomegood man may teach an 
errour; and ſome bad, truth. But:as theſe have or want the 
Graceof God in their heart, and have their will and affeftions 
figcerear corrupt, ſo. will their ftnit moſtly. be good, or bad; 
and-among other-things their teachings and inftructions will 

have a relith thereof. Fe 
ter 
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6.276. of our Savior Feſus Chrift. 
After this our Lord concluded his whole Sermon thus; that 
the Foundation of Happineſs was their good works: and their 
not-hearing, or teaching, but doing, what he taught : which 
was laying the Foundation upon a ſure rock, ſo that no ſtorms 
ſhould ſhake the building raiſed upon it. But that the Hearer 
of his words,and not practicer,was like a fool building his houſe 
on ſand. Upon which a time would be, when the raines ſhould 
come, and the winds blow, and the floods ariſe, and the ftorms 
beat vehemefitly upon it; and the fall thereof ſhould be very 
great and'terrible. And thus ends our Lords great and famous 
Predication in the Mount, to his Apoſtles, and to all the Peo- 
plez who, ſaith the Evangeliſt, were much aſtoniſhed as at his 
doQrine, ſo at the manner of his delivery thereof ; For he ſpake 
to them all theſe things with a kind of Majeftical Authority, 
and not as the Scribes.

_ >=. poor Diſciples, to gain poſſeſhon of them alſo, ashe had 
already of Judas, Jo. 13: 27. and Satan had defied, Luk. 22:37, 
32- &C; concerning them, as he did concerning- Job; That 
God { who keeps a continual reſtraint upon this hater of man- 
kind, not only for his hurting us after fin, but alſo for his tempt- 
ing us unto it ) would but now let him have the fifring ofthem 
a lictle, after all the great works they had ſeen done by this 
their-Maſter, andallthe gracious words they bad heard from 
him, to try their fidelity to ;him.., Our Lord therefore, fores 
{ſeeing the great temptation,-that at this time they alſo (by 
his Fathers permiffion to theſe Powers of Darkneſs ) were to un- 
dergo, and how greivoully they might otherwiſe miſcarry in 
it, interceded to his Father for them; and in efpecial manner 
for Peter, their cheif, and Leader ( whole forwardneſs, he ſaw 
would expoſe him to ſo much more tryal, and danger that his 
faith, however ſhaken jn this ſtorm, yet might not utterly fail ; 
and that, in his deficiency to confeſs him, he might not .alſo 
ceaſe to believe in him; and that, ſpeedily recoyering of his 

lapſe, he might alſo be an-iaftrument of confirming rhe reft. 
Whilſt our dear Lord continued thus,. partly comforting his 
ſad Diſciples, and partly recommending them. unto his Fa- 
ther, and petitioning him for Shale perleverance in the _

ed, before, out of this holy Society, either, upon the violent in- 
ſtigation of Satari, that he ſhould not omit the preſent fair op- 
portunity to perform his Treaſon ; or alſo perhaps, becauſe he 
was diſguſted that our. Lord ſhould Uiſcover before the com- 
pany { though this done out of great compaſſion to him, if he 
would yet perhaps repent” of: it ) his;purpoſe of acting that, 
which yet he had is 6 proceeded in ſo far, as to have agreed 
with the Jews on the very price of his Maſters liberty, if not lite ; 


. or alſo becauſe, after his filly fancy, that he had carried his

herein than St. Peter was: And where Huſhai another friend 
verſe.

-And thus far all things being m 


anaged with moſt divine 


calmneſs, readineſs, and courage; now the combat begins not 
_ onely with his followers, but himſelf. Righteous Job { yet not 
altogether finleſs) was delivered into the hands of Satan and 
Powersof. Darkneſs, - but with a Reſervation of his life : But this 
Righteous and finfree Perſon was delivered into the hands, of 
that Enemy of Mankind, and of his cruel Inftraments, life and 
. all. Abraham was ftrongly exerciſed and tempted by - God 
-' concerning the loſs of his onely Son : but in fine his ſons life 
was preſerved, and there was a commuration of the Sacrifice. 
Iſaac the Type pt6ceeded fo far. as the carrying of his Wood , 
but eſcaped the being burnt upon. it.But,now,the bowels of God 
his Father ( for the yearning of his bowels upon us); had.no 
compaſlion on this righteous Job, ftript firſt of all he had; even 
to his innermoſt veſture, nor on this onely Son, the King and

; like ; It pleaſed him, I ſay, now fo far to ſuſpend from the hu- 
bt 4 manity of our Lord the inflaences of the Divinity, and fo far 
| to withdraw and Eclipſe the conſolations of the holy Spirit; as 
that it is to be preſumed by his unparallelled Agony , that 
never any of his Followers have or can ſuffer the like without 
falling away from his innocence ; for, through his ſtrength ir 
is that all they are valiant, or do perſevere. And we ſee, when 
fome drops onely of the ſame ftorm fell on the Diſciples, how 
foon they ſhrunk under them : not onely like us, then, he was 
in all our innocent infirmities, even thoſe of the ſoul and natu- 
ral affetions thereof, as well as thoſe of the body and ſenſes 
thereof, bur far beyond us. That in all things, 'even in haman 
miſeries; and in thoſe miſeries alſo, ſpiritual deſolations, ſo far 
asinnocent, he might have the preeminence : and that outof 
the depth of this his humiliation mightbe raiſed a greater ex- 
altation : and that alſo, how much greater if him the natoral 
fear, and horrour of death ſeemed tobe, ſo much more his love 
to us might be demonſtrated, that notwithſtanding} for us he 
would ſo chearfully undergo it all. And, whereas his Divinity 
could 1o eafily have hindered, or-maftered and diverted any 
fuch tender apprehenfion and ſenſe of greif in the lower facul- 
ties, { which he doth alſo not enfrequently in his Martyrs ; the 
joyes of their ſpirit and _ part, drowning and intercept-

asour Lord had before preſcribed to his Diſciplesin the parable 
of the importunate Widdoy, avd neceffirous Neighbor. Thrice 
both prayed, and both Nenyed, as tothe; fir matter and in- 
tent of their Prayers, concluded -in the Sacrifice of theirown will 
unto God's , and in 2' holy Reſignation much more meritori- 
ous, and beneficial to them, than had big the granting of their

firſt requeſt, Inſtead of which both received another Grant

be a thing againſt his will.: and- giving to. him his paſt, wauld 


but a denial of his preſent, defire, And far betterand more

world, orits affairs without us. ( Wherein alſo Gods courſe is 
many times unalterable by. aur Prayers). For our #ind-to us is 
all in all, and not the things without-us. Joy, and ſorrow, Pain, 
and pleaſure, lodg here, and the heavenly Phyfitian works the 
ſhorter cure, when we come to him tor ſome eaſe, in applying 
his medicines to the ſoul it ſelf ; and in altering, and with his 


Cordials ftrengthainpg, and ſupporting it;than in altering exter- 
nal things for its hk gre Wig pie we bog thts things 
to.content it, he doth not deceive us if he give the ſame content 
to it without them, or alſo in the contrary to them ; and it 
ſcemsto come all to one, either to receive, or poſſe athing, 
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dchgned ſafferings, yee from hispreſent fears, from the pre- 
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or nog at all,to want or defire it ; or alſo, now to-defire towant 
it- AndS. Paul, after our Lord's ſpeaking to him, and his new 
Grace given him, was as much ſatistyed and tranſparted, and 
took a5 much pleaſure in bis ipfirmities, which he would have 
had removed , and in the thorne Rticking in his Fleſh, asithe 
bad had it, at his requeſt, pulled out. Eſpecially if this alſo be 
put into. the Scale, That Gad, in denying any preſent Good 
wiſhed for, preſents alwaies to us the z of @ future gaad 
{ much more valuable ) in the ſame kind; and indeed venyes 
this preſent in order togur attaining this future ; and alſa, 
for the preſent, feeds. the ming, in its iaftagt prefſures, with 
moſt ſtrang hopes thereof, and. canſolatioagtherein. And thus 
itis declared of ous Lord himſelf in this matter Heb.12.3. - haz 
for the Fay that was ſet befire bim he endured the Crafe. 
After then, that our Lord had paid: theſe dues to the proper 
inclinations of bis haman nature, and paſſed through and ex- 
perienced, all the innocent fears, languiſhings, and alſo the > ak 
ritual aridities thereof ; that fo he might be a more compaſho- 
. nate High Prieſt, and Interceflor far his brethren, labouring 
in the like ſorrow ; as alſo that he might the more encourage 


them, perceiving. him in all ſuch ſutterings to bave trad the 
way before them ; And laſtly, That he might teach them there- 
in behaviour in ſuch ſufferings, repairing tq earneſt Prayer, and 
the iſſue thereof, a certain retura of contolations; Behold, on a: 
fuddain all his anxieties vaniſh, and hiscontriſtated humanity 
now retains its former cheartulneſs, and ſecurity, and thirſt for 
ſufferings. Secing therefore his Enemics now not far off, his 
reſolute e longing after the Croſs, and ſollicitous alfa 
far the ſafety ot his diſmayed ſheep, thought it not meer, that 
this Band ſhould ſeek Tk aan or{hould find him hid, or with- 
drawn into. ſome remete carner gf the Garden ; or that they 
ſhould firſt ſurprize, or fall upon. his fleeping Diſciples, whom 
he endeavoured to preſerve ſafe from their fury; But rather to 
meet the: Enemy, and: voluntarily to offer himſelf into their 
bloody hands, ſo providing alſofor his feartul companions a. 
better opportunity to eſcape. With. this reſolution. he rifeth, 
from the Ground, and coming to his ſecond Guard, the three 
teleted Diſciples, wham he found again. aſleep, after he had: 
ſmilingly ſaid unto them, that now was a time indeed to take 
their reſt; He bids them rife, and go along: with. him, for the 
Betrayer, he told them of, and the forces conducted by him, were

.- Yet the Diſciples well acquainted with this his-omnipotency 
on ſeveral occaſions, and ſtrongly animated alſo by ſeeing the 
former ſudden Proftration of his Enemies, had ſo much cou- 
rage-as to draw, and ask him leave,- to uſe the few Swords they 
had in his defence; and Peter had ſuch: an thafty Valour alſo 
(according to his: uſual zeal,. :and late promiſe to'our Lord) as, 
without expeCting an anſwer, he made a blow at one of the High 
Priefts ſervants ( one of the forwardeſt of the company to lay 
hands on our Lord, upon his Maſters inſtigations) thinking to

22. ja. he e teth with ther ; the to re- 
duce them to ſome remorſe of their fac; why they carne #painſt 
him thus by night , as againſt a Theif, and a Robber; and 
one that ſought concealmebtr;-who indeed was not a Deſtroyer, 
but the Saviour, of mankind; 'and who converted” amongft 
them all che day ' In"the Temple; at whar time they 
had nothing toſay to him. Then preſently 'as it were recalling 
himſelf from rhisarguing with eful men, and reſuming 
the ſweet conemplation-'of the divine preordination : But, 
faith he, This # your hour. Tntimating that, only by the divine 
Diſpenſation,, and his own full conſent to it, the Powers of 
Darkneſs were now let looſe upon him; and theſe their wicked

them ; who leaving his ſheet in their hands eſcaped away nak- 
ed ; alively prerepreſentation of our Lords eſcape from them 
( after their tripping him ofhis Garments ) that was to be three 
_— after, at his Reſurrection, leaving his Syndon behind

Now it muſt needs be very late and drawing toward Mid- «g. 27. 
night ; conſidering it was already night when Judas went forth 
from Supper to gather his body together Fo. x3. 30. After which 
followed ourLords long Farewel Sermon made to his Diſciples 
Fo. x3. 31-&c. to the chap. 17. and Prayer for them after it; Fo. 
17. his Journey to the Garden about a mile off; his prayers and 
Agony there, and his Diſciples there falling a ſleep; and all the 
Circumſtances of his Apprehenfion ; . and the young mans riſing 
out of his bed. The night, it ſeems, though the Moon then at 
the full, was much overcaſt and dark, ſutable to the work. Thus 
bound they joytully led away our Lord, through the valley, into 
the City , now filent and quiet : and carried him firft to the 
houſe of Annas, probably in the way to Caiphas his Pallace, 
and he a great Encourager of the defign ; and ſome think that 
Judas there received his reward ; his treaſon having now given 
them full Poſſeſſion of his Maſter. Annas alſo, though ſome 
years before depoſed from the office of High Prieſt by the Ro- 
man Governour, who in thoſe daies diſpoſed of it yearly, as 


leems tobe implyed by thoſe words: Fo. 11. 49. Caiphas being

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High Prieſt that ſame year, and Lok: 3.5: mas and Caiphas be- 


wg the High Preeſts [ i.e. by turgs:}zor after whattime he pleaſ-

yet ſtill retained the title, Luk. 3: 1 5-and Rill had ſome ſpe- 


_ Cial intereſt and ſway in it, from Caiphas's marrying his Daugh- 


ter; and from his having a ſon alſo, Eleazer, that had born 
the ſame office before 7 eþb. Antiq. Jud. lib. 18. cap. 3. Who was 
alſo a cheif Member of the Council then met in Caiphas's Pal- 
lace, and likely was called on to accompany them thirher. 
The officers alſo might have had order to Houſe our Lord aſ- 
ſoon asthey could, for prevention of any tumult or reſiſtance. 

Noae appearing, without any longer ftay made there, Our 
Lord in the fileat night was conveyed-to Caiphas his Pallace; 
where ( as hath bin-ſaid ) the Council, the High Prieſts ( thoſe 
being alwaies after ſtiled ſo, who at any time bore. that office, 
frequently changed.) Scribes and Elders Mark. 1 4.5 3- aſſembled 
together, expeted them. Our Lord being ſet before them, 
the High Prieſt, inſtead of producing a charge againft him, 
and hearing his Defence and Anſwer to it, fell on Queſtioning 
bim about his DoQrine, and his Followers, ( whom, as they 
had faid elſewhere, Moat. 22. 16. they knew freeto ſpeak truth ; 
and, as to this,regarding, or fearing ne mans Perſon) to ſee what 
he would confeſs ;. and, if confeſhing any thing liable to-their 
cenſure, thence to draw upan Indictment ; when axindeed this 
ſeemed very-great oppreſſion; toapprehend, bind, make a man 
a Priſoner, and/bring him before the barr of Juſtice, there to 
gain from him ſomething, for which to queſtion him. Our 
Lord, having many times before bin thus examined by them 
or their order, who. he was, who ſent him, what authority he 
bad, &c. anſwered. them briefly; That, both for Docrine and 
Diſciples, they had ſeen whotheſe, and heard what that, was; 
(and indeed if the latter, his Do@rine, good,: the more Diſci- 
ples the better); That he bad taught publickly in the Temple, 
and in their Synagogues, and in private ſaid nothing, ' but what 
abroad.” That therefore, it he were any way faulty in ſowing 
Errors, orplotting ſedition, they might: have enough to bear 
witneſs of it, and upon their legal teſtimony, proceed to con- 
demn, or acquit him ; and therefore that they ſhould not ask 
him, . but ask them that heard his words, and ſaw his actions ; 
even amongſt which were many of themſelves, that then fate 
on the Bench, or ſtood before it: and amongft theſe the very 
Officers, ſent formerly:by them to apprehend him. Who in-

deed throughly convinced of his Innocency and Sanftity, had

returned to: chem with a' Never Man ſþake like \that man.. ' 
_ Our Lord thus, by a prudent declining any new/account of 
himſelf { whom his great thirſt tody for mankind made little 


ſollicitous to plead for his life) much diſappointed the High 
Prieſts expeQation ; and breifly thus referring his caule, as was 


juſt, to the teſtimony of others ; one of the officers, which ſtood 

by him, ftrack bim over the face in the preſence of all the 
Court for anſwering the High Prieft in that manner. To whom 

our Lord ( whoſe patience here none can rightly meature who 

doth not well confider his perſon and power ) meekly replyed , 

That, if he anſwered well, there was no cauſe he ſhould: be 

{trucken forit , or, ifill, not ſtrucken by him, who was only to. 

bear witneſs of the evil, and leave the vindication of it to the 
Judge. Thus when he ſuffered ( as S. Peter obſerves 1 Pet. 2. 
23-). hethreatned nor ; and we may imagine, with great cha- 

rity ſaid this to reduce that poor Wretch to a ſence ot his fault : 

And it isa wonder, that herein thoſe Judges, or fome of the 

Aﬀeſſors, did not prevent our Lord inthe cenſure and caſtiga- 

tion of ſuch a wicked and impudent act. 

Our Lord having thus appealed to witneſſes and the teftimo- 
ny of his Auditors concerning his Dodrine and converſation ; 
Theſe were at that time of the night, .not prepared, but look- 
ed for. ' And many they found, but, as it ordinarily happens 
in lyes, their witneflings did not agree well rogether, nor in- 
ferred the Crimes to bo 
Court, ſpake vehemently againſt our Lord ; and as faft as they 
you contradiaed one another, and deftrayed cach others te- 

imony. '' Defecernnt ſcrutantes [crutinta; & mentita eft iniqui- 
tas bi; as' the Pfalmiſt. Our' meck Lord continuing all the 
time with moſt profound filence ; enduring, as the Apoſtle ob- 
ſerves, fuch'contradidtions of finners ; unprovoked and as it 
were-unconcerned, to the great wondet of the Council, where 
occtirred ſuch advantages of clearing his cauſe and Innocency?: 

At the laſt two appeared: f ſome think, by the oforgobunt in

Whereas his words wefe, neither defiruam nor poſſum deſtruere, 
bur Solvite , Deſtroy ye ( as now indeed they were aboutit, and 
his excitsbonor long after to follow it). One witnefled ip gene- 
ral, That heſaid, Fe would deſtroy the Temple ; but then, he 
m__ meanſome other Temple ; as indeed he did, the Temple 
of his Body : but the other, that he ſaid he would deſtroy the 
Temple made with hands, that very Temple of Jeruſalem ; and 
that, in three daies alſo, he wer undertake to build it up 
again (reedificabo'); whereas his own words, ſpeaking of the 
ReſurreRion of the Temple: of his body, was excitabo.. Thus 
they urged againſt him things that he knewnot Pſalm. 34. 11.

his ſaying, he was able to oy:t, ſeems only a vaunting and 
vain-glorious ſpeech, not deſerving death or bonds: and, if he 
ſaid turther, that he would doit, thisargued only a malitious 
intention where no poflibility of ating. Words they were 
alſo ſpoken ſome years before , without attempting any ſuch 
thing in the leaſt afterwards: Nay one of his valianteſt aQs, 
and wherein he moſt ſhewed his power was quite contrary to 
it, the cleanſing ofthe ſame Temple from any profanation of ir, 


in the leaſt manner, even in the outward Courts thereof : of 


which there wanted not Witnefſes many, who ſuffered by it. 
But, _—_— the worſt we can of his ſaying ; yet, when the wit- 
nefſes added the following words alſo, > be within other three 
daies again he would rebuild. it, the one I hope, if they held 
him ſuch a Miracle-worker, would make amends for the other ; 
and fure he would not atter pulling down rebuild it, but to build 
it better; and his good intention in reedifying it, may bal- 
lance, if notdifprove, a bad one in demoliſhing it. But, alas, 
theſe words { now in the ſcarcity of any other folid accuſation 
ſo aggravated ) were before, atthe time he ſpake them, even 
according tothe Jews underſtanding them, only lighted as 2 
a vain brag, and not lege liable to bear an ation : they then 
replying to him, that he impoſiibilities; for that a Tem- 
ple, that had been betore fix years in building, could not

Patt, 11, 
flightnefs of itz: and therefore, though here the only alleadged, 
not: a word was ſaid of it-( for ſhame } before the Roman Go- 
vernour Pilat, which would but too apparently have m—_— 
their empty and cauſeleſs malice. But our Lord, all this while 
that ſuch things were tumultuouſly objeRed, remaining recol- 
leted, and fileat, the Judge ſeeming well ſatisfied with what 
was laid to his charge, and obſerving our Lords reſolute filence, 
ſtood up; and iahed, im, whether he did not hear what they 
urged againſt him > why he anſwered them not? and what he 
had to ſay for himſelf againſt ſuch mighty accuſations? As if 
he had forgot that, for the laſt wondebs ſpake for himſelf, he 
ſuffered him to be ſtrucken over the face. | | 

But our Lord, thus provoked to'ſpeak and plead for himſelf, 
continued ſtill filent ; and that for many good reaſons. Firft 
filent, becaule the witneſs, contradicting and deſtroying its ſelf, 
' needed nofurther confutation by him. Silent, out of the higheſt 
Prudence and Pity to his:Accuſers and Judges, where he tore- 
knew his ſpeaking could have no good Effet upon their -ma- 
lice, but rather ſerved roincreaſe their Guilt. Silent again, to 
ſhew the perfet moderation and: Maſtery of his Paſſions, and a 
moſt entire Refignation to his Fathers will, to leave us an exam- 
ple herein, ſaith S. Peter, 1 Pet. 2.23. Tradens ſe Fudicantt um 
:n7ufte Silent upon higher grounds yet x Pet.2-24.HJeb.y.28. Now 
were laid on him all our iniquities, £/ay. 53. 5- Now was he, 
who knew no fin, made fin and made a curſe for us, becauſe 


out of infinite love he would be ſo; 0blatur eft, quia "pe volutt, 


Now he preſented himſelf before Gods juſtice in our ftead, and 
who were moſt notoriouſly guilty of whatſoever he was accuſed, 
Whether blaſpheming, Deftroying Gods Temples, or whatever 
elſe, and had all reaſon to ſtand ſpeechleſs ; --Languores noſtros 
(faith the Prophet ) zþ/e tultt , & dolores noftrer 1þſe portavit , 


guaſi leproſus, & percuſſus @ Deo, & humiliatus ; vulneratus prop=

— imaginedthe reaſon of it, ſeeing the great advantages he had 
of a Reply. And, convinced y without his Plea, of the 
vanity and contradiction of the accuſation, deviſerh another 
way that might ftucceed better, and being the main matter 
upon the ſtage; that had bin many times, undoubtedly, heard 
from him ; and which, either affirmed or denyed; muſt equally 
ruin him; And, that he might no way be defcated by his fi-

alſo witneſs before-all the world at his Death, and ſeal tliis great 


truth with his blood for the greater confirming. of true Believe 


ers, and greater conviction of all Oppoſers at the day of Judg-» 
ment. 

Thus therefore our Lord preſently confeſſed openly what 
he was, withourt-thoſe qualifications,with which formerly.he was 
wont ſometimes to veil it, thereby not to /prevent or antici» 

ate his ſufferings: His anſwer, there , Thou:ſayeſt that [ am, 
being amongſ the Jews a modeft way of Aﬀeveration concern- 
_ inga thing that includes ſome ſelf-dignity or commendation. 
Thou ſayeſt that / am, being as much, as, thou ſayeſt that which 
Tam. Seethe ſame language uied oy our Lord before to Ju- 
das Mat. 26. 25. and the High Prieſt his renting his clothes for 
Blaſphemy ſhewsour Lords Anſwer to be underſtood as a clear 
confeſſion. "Therefore S. Mark puts inſtead of it more breifly, 
Tam. And it may be here obſerved, that, when as he faid the 
ſame thing often in his life time,. and they upon it had charged 
him with blaſphemy ; and ſo went about to ſtone, and kill, him 
, leeFo.'s-18. Yo. Io. 32. &c. He there confated them, and ſtop- 
oa their mouths by many proofs, that this was-no falſhood or 
laſphemy.,; viz. by his ſo many miraculous works ; by the Te» 
ſtimony of the Holy Baptift; by the immediate teſtimony of his 
Father from heaven; laftiy, by the infallible Scriptures, calling 
thoſe Gods to whom God had given ſome extraordinary com» 
miſſion or authority ; whereas himſelf had received beyond 
them ſuch a Plenitude of Sandtification, appearing by the De- 
ſcent of the Holy Ghoſt upon him at his Baptiſm, by- the Puriry 
of his life, and Docrine, and mighty works z ſee Fo. x. 20, 21; 
33, 37. the 10. 33, 37 - yethere, at theircrying Blaſphemy, he 
repeats no ſuch defence, notwithſtanding all the Nation could 
witneſs the truth of it ; but retireth again to his former filence, 
as loath to diſappoint their purpoſe now his hour was come, 
Oaly in great pity and charity to his impious oppreflors, and 
to removethe ſcandal taken at that which ought to be infi- 
nitely admired, his preſent voluntarily-aſſumed humiliation, 
he modeftly tells them, that, alrhough theſe titles, he owned, 
might ſeem ſomewhat difſutable to his preſent low condition ; 
yet one day their eyes ſhould behold this now ſo mean a Son of 
man exalted to fit on the right hand of Power, as David had 
foretold of the Meſhas : P/al. x09. 1. [ which Meſfias his firring 
onthe righthand of Power, and fo being Davids Lord, the Pha- 
rilees could not reconcile with the Meflias being alſo Davids 
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morethan could*-now- bis bonds with-itY/and that they 
ſhould alſo ſee him come in'theclouds of heaven; as Daniel bad 
forerold of the Meſlias, Dan. 7.13. to judg the world, and'even 
them his then Jadges. - Of which he had alſo in his preaching 
told his auditory. many times before ; ſee Mat.'16. 27. Where 
adviſing them not:/to mind the gain 'of this world; but to fave 
their/poor. Souls in-the next, he tells them (that the Son of man 
( for1o he tiles himſelf alfo there ) /ball come tn the glory of bu 
Father {which ſhewed him the Son to another, higher than 
man ] with his Angels ; and then reward every one according to © 
bis works. And this his premonition, here given to his ugjuſt 
Judges; ſhall again bear witneſs againſt them in that his day of 
Judgment; when, ſaith the Prophet Zachary chap. 12. -A/prctent 
in eum quem transfixerunt. And Ecce venit in nubibus, & videbit 
eum omnts oculus, & qui eum pupugerunt, laith S. John Apoc. 1. 7. 
Nay, a-modo, faith S. Matthew chap. 26. 64. very luddenly, with- 
in-three daies after his ſayirig this;they ſhould ſee the beginning 
of this his Exaltation:and Glory.: - He being exalted by the. right 
hand of God, (ſaith S. Peter As 2.33. atter his ReſurreRion; and 
Aſcenſion) hath ſbewed forth this ye now ſee, andbear. In which 
ſpeech of eur Lord, thus ſtanding at the bar, we may obſerve 
that his fingular modeſty was accompanied: with a great free- 
dom, Authority, and Majeſty. | Nor had their treatment any 
way daunted him, or remitted the: reſolution, and: courage, 
belonging to an innocent perlon, to the dignity of his office, 
and to the neceffary conf of truth, as appears in his whole 
carriages at his 8 nfion ; -- fre ye: come' out as againſt 's 
Theif, &c. 1ſate withyouttaching in the Temple, &c. And here, 
at his appearance before; the' High Priefts and Jewiſh Courts; 
Askeſt thou me ? ash them that heard me: And afterwards before 
the Roman Governor : ſayeſft thou this of thy ſelf, &c. And, for thi 
cauſe come Tinto theworldGc. And.every one that u of the Truth 
heareth my voice. '- And, Thou couldeſt have. no : Power againſt me, 
but what u piven thee from above,  ' | 
But this forewarning them'of his-Exaltation and judgment 
to come, which ſhould have ſtruck ſome fear into+them, ( and 
in which his Servant S. Paul had better ſucceſs Aﬀs 24. 25.) 
their malice made alſo. ill uſe of;:and improved-it ſo much 
more/to- compleat his blaſphemy; And preſently /the High 
Prieſt fell a rending; his clothes ; { as it was the manner in ſuch 
a caſe, to rend their veſt before, with both their bands, _ 
tac

the neck to the middle ) and: faid, there was now-no'more ticed 


ofwinefſes,-( who well knew, how little they beſteaded him); 
that he had ſufficiently-condemned- himſelf. The reſt alſo of 
his Aﬀeſſors charged him with blaſphemy {( themſelves, in this, 
blaſpheming.);z and that for this he merited death ; and ſo de- 
liveced him-into the cuſtody of the High Prieſts Officers till the 
morning, which. now approached,;. it being vow after Cock- 
crow ; and raiſed the Court. See Luk. 22.26. Mat. 27. x. Or, if 
ſome of our Lords Judges may be thought to have ſate in con- 
ſultation the reſt of that night; yet our. Lord was removed 
from before them, and remitted to the Officers cuſtody till a 
fuller Aſſembly of the next morning ſhould determine their fur- 
cher proceedings. | 
Our Lord thus left in the Officers hands, let us now return 
and ſee what becomes of his poor Diſciples. It was faid, thar 


after the Sword drawn, and Malchus hisEare cut off, and our * 


Lord apprehended and bound, all of themfled : but St. Peter, 
and another Diſciple, by the advantage of the darkneſs of the 
night, followed: the Troop at ſome diftance [ which other Di- 
ſciple ſeems to beS. John, becauſe he relates the matter ſo pun- 
Qtually, and conceals the name, as he uſeth when ſpeaking of 
himſelt. As for that Diſciple's being kriown to the High Prieſt, 
I conceive he might be ſo without the High Prieft himſelf ( but 
onely ſome of his Family ) having familiaracquainrance with 
him; or without the High Preiſt's knowing any thing of his Di- 
ſcipleſhip to Jeſus; or alſo, with his conniveance at it, our 
Lords Diſciples having as yet given the High Preiſt not the leaſt 
offence: and this alſo makes it the more probable, that Ze- 
.bedee his father ſeems to have bin, - according to his condition, 


a: wealthy man, as may be gathered from his wifes ( perhaps at- 


terher husbands deceaſe) being one that accompanied Mary 
Magdalen, and the wife of Herodes Steward, wealthy perſons 
alſo; whom God had provided for this purpoſe, in miniſtring 
to'our Lord's neceflities in his travels out of their ſubſtance ; as 
alſo after his death-in providing coſtly ſpices for embalming 
him ;'See Mat. 27. 55. 56. compare Lak.8$.2.3. And this alſo 
might be ſome reaſon of her confident requeſt Mat. 20. 20. of 
having her two ſons more highly -preferred in our Lords King- 


dom;:and laſtly, of our: Lords recommending his mother to. 


John; as for other reaſons, ſo becauſe he was better able to pro- 


 videfor her; and perhaps, as having alſoan houſe'in Jeruſalem 


70.19. 27; --but be this as it will }.

Thoſe two Diſciples followed our Lord to'the High Prieft's 
gate. And the other Diſciple preſſed alſoiuto the Pallace with 
our 'Lord and the Guard Jo. 18. tx; but Peter, perhaps more 
timorous for the Exploit he had done-in the Garden, ſtayeth 
without till his companion, ſpeaking to a woman the Portreſs, 
brought him in, which made herpreſume him a Galilean. Pe- 
ter, thus entred, preſumed not to go up into the Court where 
the Council fate on the triat of our Lord, as probably the other 
Diſciple did ; bur ſtayed below amongſt the: ſervants and offi- 
cers at the fire in the Hall or Court of the Pallace, Mat. 26. 6g. 
Mark. 14. 66. warming himſelf, and no what would be. 
the end; Mat. 26. 58. When the Maid-ſervant, the Portrels, re- 
membring who brought in Peter, and probably the diſcourſe of 
the.company then being of our Lords apprehenſion, and Fol- 
lowers, faid unto Peter before them all : Art not Thou alſo one 


' ofthis mans Diſciples Fo. 18. 17? Peter much amated hereat 


denyed it ; and ſaid he was none of his Diſciples, he knew no 
ſuch man, nor underſtood what ſhe ſaid ; and after, taking an 
opportunity, withdrew himſelf- from therh into the Porch, per- 
haps, intending to have gone clear away ; but, the gate being. 
ſhut, he thought it nor beſt to diſcover his fears, but return a- 
gain into the Hall and former company ; where doubtleſs he 
heard talk of the ſevere proceedings againſt our Lord in the 
Court. Meanwhile, he being abſent in the Porch, the Cock 
crew, and-gave him a fair warning of his fault ; but his trou- 
bled thoughts took no notice ofit. There he had not ſtaied 
long but another Maid faid of him to the ftandersby ; that he 
was one of the company that was with Jeſus. But he denyed 
with'an oath Moat. 26.72. the ſecond time, that he knew him, 


Near upon an hourafter this, ſome others of the company” a- 


gain began to compaſs and queſtion him ſaying ; That furely 
he was one of them, for his fpeech alto bewrayed him for a Ga- 
lilean., And, which was the worft'of al}, 'one of the HighPriett's 
ſervants a kinfman of his' whoſe” ear' Peter had'cut-off,. prefled 
him yet cloſer, faying, did not I ſee thee in'the Garden with.bim ? 


- Here, having cauſe to fear, his aſſaulting the High Prieſts ſer- 


vant and making reſiſtance ro Authority might alſo come 
into Examination, till in more diftration he began ( faithSr. 


. Matthew ) execrart & jurare, that he knew not the man; and 


ye Aer Cock crew again.” And upon it our Lord by this 
time, after the Court was riſen, being brought down by the Ot- 
ficers into the Hall, looked back and gave a glance upon Peter. 
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-. Upon which, our Lord's words alſo came into his 'remem- 
brance, that, before:the Cock crew twice, he would thrice de- 
ny him. And as faſt as he could petting out of the Pallace with 
the crowd, .after the Aſſembly ditlolved, he now had liberty to 


eaſe his wounded mind; and ſo felta weeping bitterly ; both 
for his great fault, though, not of betraying, as Judas, yer of 


denying and foreſwearing ſuch a Maſter; and for his great pre- 


ſumption, in ſo raſhly promiſing what he ſaw, when lett to him- 
ſelf, and Jeſus taken trom him, he was not able to perform. 
'Now alſo came freſh into his mind, on the other fide, the great 
love and affeftion his Lord had ſhewed to him and the reft, in 
his fare-well-Sermon tothem, and Prayer for them; in his tel- 
ling them of the preſent danger, and requeſting them ro watch 
and pray , when alſo, careleſly negleting him ia his terrible 
Agony they fell faſt a fleep; againin his freely meeting the 
Troops and delivering up himſelt to procure their diſmiflion,leſt 
ſome ill ſhould happen to them ; his own raſh venturing into the 
Court, where few bring away the innocency they carried thi- 
ther, and the ſtate and over-awing of great perſons, and the 
flattery of them by Inferiors corrupts mens manners; his be- 
ing daunted ( who before ſo ftoutly drew his Sword againſt an 
Army ) with the queſtioning not of a Court, or the Magiſtrate, 
but only by a Gily maid-ſervant ; his not only denying his 
Lord, but fixing it too. with curſes.and oaths; his taking no 
warning, northinking ofour Lord's admonition, when, as it 
. were on purpoſe, being gone apart, he ſo diftinaly heard the 
 firft-Cock-crow ; nor when, the laſt, had nothis dear Maſter 
turned himſelf about and caſt an Eye upon him. Burt then the 
infinite Graces and love and ſweetneſs he diſcovered in that 
look ( all which upbraided his unkindnefs ); the poſture he lefr 
that innocent Lamb of God in, forrounded with, aad ready to 
be torn in peices by, ſo many Wolves; and alſo his leaving him 
ſo, and haſting to ſave himſelf : all theſe, we may preſume, 
{ogalled and wounded him, as that, tad not the High Prieſts 
Gate bin ſhut upon him, hewould now have reeatred to recant 
there publickly his former act, and run through all ' hazards 
whatever with his dear Lord. But the divine Providence had 
appointed this, for one of our Lords ſufferings, the clear defer- 
tion of all his Followers, and that he ſhould tread the Wine- 
preſs alone. XIAP 

Yetſomething may be ſaid on the other fide in the leflening 
of the laple of this prime Apoſtle. That his love and courage 
| ; H 
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ſeems to be greater'than moſt 'of the reſt; 'in/his following {his 


, Maſfter to his trial, and venturing into the High Priefts Pallace, 
whenit was he thar juſt'/before had cut-off the ear of his ſer- 


vant. In hisdenyal, its being withour any great ſcandal, not 
in publick, :but to ſome idle people ſtanding: about a fire, and 
medling with a:matter of-no concernment to them. In that it 
was done; upon'aſuddain fſurpriſal, notdone with premedita- 
tion, or putto any formal Trial of his fidelity; and where per- 
haps hazarding alſo the reputation of the other Diſciple that 
brought him in might 'run_ in his mind; and+ much [more his 
being queſtioned-for Malchus. And, as it ſeemed a'ſhame to 
deny our Lord at the accuſation only of a poor Maid-ſervant, 
ſoit might ſeem-a thing of no great conſequence to confeſs 
him before ſuch a mean perſon. . But,” which is moſt to be not- 
ed, he denyed not that Jeſus was the Meflias, or the Son of 
God, he renounced no part of his faith; no ſuch thing was he 
asked; nor, if put toit, would heever-have denyedit: but he 
denyed only his knowledg of, or acquaintance with, ſuch a 

rſon. Laſtly, the Fall of this great Apoſtle God permitted, 

fides for the aggravation of our Lords ſufferings, by his cheit- 
eſt Diſciple denying, -as another of them betraying, him, for 
many other good ends: . As, to beget a'/pertet humility in him, 
a little before too confident of himſelf: to ſhew us, what frail 
things we are, the beſt of us, when our Lord leaves us a little to 
our ſelves, -and hath not his eye upon us : To comfort poor fin- 
ners in their great miſcarriages, fince the greateſt Saints, as Da- 
vid; and Peter, have had their falls : To ſhew the infinirneſs of 
Gods mercy to Penitentsin his pardoning ſuch great offences ; 
and that to perſons moſt obliged to him, and from whom he 
had reaſon to-expe&t the greateſt fidelity : Laſtly, to teach Pe- 
ter the cheif Paſtor of hisſheep the more compaſlion to ſinners, 
in reflecting on his own infirmities and faults; and to bear 
with thoſe who- are tempred and fall, in as much as himſelf 
ſtood not, when he was ſo. 

What became of the other Diſciple no mention .is made. Tis 
probable, that, better acquainted with the houſe he went up in- 
to the Court, and was preſent at ourLord's trial, and ſeeing 
the ſevere proceedings againſt him, after the Council roſe, 
a the Pallace with the reſt, where he ſaw was no ſafe 
ſtaying any longer for any friends of Jeſus : when alſo he might 
take Peter, preſently after his third miſadventure there, along 
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+= Now, toreturnunto our Bleſſed Lord committed to the cHi- 
 ftody of the High-Priefts Officers and Servants until the morn- 
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ing, and the reafſembly of the Council in the ſame' place, in a 
ler body. Theſe Officers one would think, fince the time 


 thatbeing ſent to -apprehepd him they returned to their Ma- | 


ſters with a Nunquam fic locutus eſt homo, ſicut hic. homo, ſhould 


- now have treated him with ſome ordinary civility , eſpecially 
no final ſentence being yet paſſed upon him ; and the Judges | 


being to reexamine his caule the next morning: Theear alſo 
our Lord reſtored but two or three hours before to Malchus, 
and his reprehending Peter for his cutting it off, might not 
have bin ſo:ſoon forgotten by them. Bur indeed now was the 
Power of Satan and of Darkneſs, and his chain never ſo much 


looſened as. at this time, before the approaching ruin of his . 


kingdom ; who therefore ceaſed not by all thoſe his Inftru- 
meats to a&t his utmoſt malice, nor to ſuffer our Lord to reſtone 
minute. | 


The Miniſters therefore having as yet no order for the exe-- 
cuting of any higher corporal puniſhment, and becauſe our 


Lord alfo was to proceed gradatim through all ſorts of ſuffer- 
ings, inſtead of indulging him or themſelves any repole ( in 
which our Lords ſervant S. Peter was more civilly uſed 4s 12. 
6.) after their watching all the fore-part of the night, compaſs 
him about ina ring ; and, notwithſtanding his modeſt filence 
no way provoking them, fall on abuſing him both with their 
tongues and hands, as far as was permitted. "They ſpit on his 
face (being the greateſt note of ignominy and diſgrace thar 


-was amongſt the Jews ſee Devt. 25. 9. where the man was to be 


uſed ſo, that would not raiſe up ſeed to his brother ; -And they 
abhor me (faith Job)'/in his typical complaint. Chap. 30. 10. 
they forbear not to ſpit in my face) whey his tyed hands alſo 
could not cleanſe it. They ſmote him alſo on the face with 
the palmes of their hands: They punched and thumped him 
with their fiſts: and, by the Prophecies, E/ay 5o. 6. it ſeems 
they alſo plucked offhis hair; being not tondentes but ygllentes 
of this meck Lamb. Theſe Jews alſo treated him this night 
as a Mock-Meſſ:as ; as the next day the Gentiles abuſed him as a 
Aock- King; and, after their cruelty wearied, in this way, and 
his rare faculry in Prophecying coming into their mind, they 
remembred a Boys-play to this purpoſe, and got a cloath and 
blindfolded him ( whereof the Philiſtines abufing blind Samp- 
ſon was a Type) and fall on beating him afreſh thus bood- 
| winked, 
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winked, that he being the Meffias, and the Chriſt, an&rhe'gtear 
Prophet that was to: come into the world; ſhould now!fo hood- 
ed prophecy, and tell them who it was that ſmore him.” 
Cruel, and cauſeleſs malice! for which of his ſweet-words: or 
mighty works ( as he once ſaid to ypu Fo. 10. 32. ) who lefthea- . 
ven to ſave you, and in whom yoa never ſaw fault, and who 
wentabour every where doing good ; for which of theſe doyou 
thustreat him? And how could the blefled Angels, at leaſt 
that waited on our Lord, have the patience to ſutter ſuch vile 
wretches, and the _ of the people, to ſtrike, and ſpit on 
their Creator the Lord of Heaven and Earth? bur'thar they 
well knew it was the pleaſure of their great Maſter out of his in- 
finite charity to ſuffer thiseven-for the ſalvation of thole his 


- 'Tormentors ; and to receive theſe blows for the fatisfaQtion of 


their fault that gave them. All this while our meek Lord ſtood 
filent, nor was a Reproot found in his mouth : but to thoſe that 
truck him on the one cheek he turned the other ; and received 
without reply ſuch derifions, ſcorns and contradiction of fin- 
ners, of which St, Luke intimates, that the en, 1" men- 
tioned only ſome part. .- Et alza multa ( ſaith he ) blaſpheman- 
tes dicebant in eum, Luk. 22.65; and they that could not hold 
theirhands off him before the Judge, what would they not do 
to him left to their Guard ? | | 

Ofall this uſage ( as David in Spirit had before drawn it up) 
this only Son of God makes in the ears of his Father this in- 
nocent complaint : --=Negae tniquitas mea, neque peccatum me- 
um, Domine ; ſine imquitate cucurre & direxi -1gne me examina- 
ſtr, & non eſt inventa in me iniquitas Plal.

This barbarous treatment of rhe Jewiſh Guard laſted till the 
morning ; when very carly, aſſoonas it was day ſaith the Evan- 
geliſt Luk. 22, 66. ) the Council met again ; and, maps by 
St. Matthew chap. 27.1. and Mark, 15.1, ina much fuller body, 
thanover night. The Aantieats of the people, the chief Prieſts, 
and the Scribes, and the whole Council ( ſay they ) conſulted to- 
getheragainſt Jeſus. And, probably, Nicodemus and Joſeph 


| of Arimathea were there alſo; whe, St. Luke ſaith Mark. x5. 1. 


compared with the 2 Chron. 30. 2.and Ats 5.21.-23.50. conſent- 
ed not to the Council and deed of them : God having reſerved 
theſe here to repreſent to the reſt their injuſtice; as alſo to be- 
ſtow on our: Lord ſo murthered an honourable funeral. Our 
Lord being already precondemned by thera over night, the 
chief defiga of their conſult now was how to-put -him to death 
by the Roman Governour, who had the ſole power thereof: 
this being taken from the Jews not long before Fo. 18. 32. ſo 
that the ſtoning of S. Stephen ſeems rather 'to proceed from a 
popular Tumulr, than a legal courſe of Juſtice. But; had the 
_ now bin poſſeſt of this power, 'our Lords ſufferings had 

in much abbridged: for, ſo he had bin ſtoned ro Death for 
Blaſphemy, as is intimated byS. John chap.'18. 31, 32. ſee Le- 
vit, 24. 16, which death would both have prevented all the cru- 
elties afterwards inflicted on him by Pilax, and the Roman Sol- 
diers; and-had bin ſpeedily diſpatcht; ir being neither ſo do- 
lorous and painful, nor of fo: protratted a duration; nor-ſoſo- 
lemn, and conſpicuous, ”and expoſed toſhame and opprobry, as 
that of the Croſs was: and 1o alſo all thoſe ſweer ſpeeches, he 
made upon it, had bin loſt. | There was a-ſortot death, the 
hanging of the Delinquent ora Tree, inflicted by the Jews 
{ſometimes under the law upon the ſpecial Divine command; 
aad it was the only death, that was ſolemnly accurſed by God: 
{ fee Deut. 21. 22, 23.) who commanded , when the crime was 
ſuch as-incenft his wrath againſt the whole Nation; whereof

This then being the particular way of our Lord's ſuffering 
death (which the Jews now, in no way at all, could inflict) the 
Execution of it was left to the Gentile, who more uſed Cruci- 
fixion: that ſo both Jew, and Gentile, whoſe fins were equally 
expiated by it, might have a joint concurrence in contriving 
it. | 
Though Pilats ſentence for our Lord's Execution was now 
the main thing wanting and ſought for, yer, for ſatisfaction; of 
the Counſellors abſent 'the night before, and thar all the Je- 
wiſh confiſtory might have an equal hand in his condemnation 
and blood, Our Lord is called again before them. And, without 
producing any accuſation or witneſs to confirm and make it 
| here again they require him to tell them whether he 
was'the Chriſt. To whom our Lord ( ſhewing his preſcience of 
their thoughts) replies, that, whatever he teſtified, they would 
not believe ; Nor, if he argued the caſe with them ( as he had 
many times formerly done , ſee Mat. 21. 24, -22.45.-Fohn 5.36. 
convincing them from the teſtimony of the Prophets,” of John 
Baptiſt, ofihis Father from heaven, of his miraculous works ) 
would they anſwer him ; Nor, upon the truth ſaid, diſmiſs him 
{ their diftemper lying not-indeed in their underſtanding, but 
in their will ): But, however, that they ſhould one day find true, 
what the Scriptures had foretold of him, that this Son of man, 
that ſtood before them now ſo deſpicable, and vilifyed, ſhould 
hereafter fit on theright hand:of the power of God. Upon which 
ſpeech, -y colleCting plainly, from this Exaltation ſpoken in 
Scripture of the Son of God, that he made himlſelt ſo, the que- 
ſion was put again to him, now by them all, ſaith the Text, Luk.

. Upon this they commanded; that he ſhould be bound. again,

out-delay led him away tothe Roman Goverhour Pilat, to re- 
queſt that by his authoriry the ſentence of 'Death, - which his 
crimes had deſerved, vintic ſpeedily be executed before the 
great Feaſt commenced ; or any Infurreion of the populacy 
to his reſcue, famed for a Prophet. Though indeed they want- 
ed not other motives of deferring this proceeding { as alſo af- 
terward Herod did: concerning Peter' A#s 12. 4-) fince they 
could not fo well then preſent him in Pilats Court, nor enter 
into it for tear of defiling themſelves, by touching perſons un- 
clean, who were that night to eatthe Paſchal Lamb. And 
again, ſhould the perſons executed have hung upon the Gibbet 
ſo long -as was needfal, in ſolingring a torment, for rhe faoiſh- 
ing of their life, they had continued upon it, ſome of them per- 
haps, till the nextday, which would have bin a great Propha- 
nation of their -higheſt Feaſt; but malice is impatient.

company with prophane aadiond people: lived moſtwhat in

Judas, receiving no conſolation or thanks from them, nor

the cruel purchaſers ; but alſo, as it ſeems by St. Peters words 
As 1, upon this account, that Judas choſe the ſame piece of 
ground, wherein to make away himfelf, and where his bowels 
and'blood, by the divine Juſtice poured out before our Lord's, be- 


+ came ſacha loathſome and offenſive ſpeacle to the beholders. 


Now, to return to the High Prieſts. They, and the Scribes, 
and the Elders, the whole Multitude of them ſaith S. Luke Luk. 
23-1. not ſpending much time in conſultation concerning a 


matter long before reſolved, betimes in the morning. Fo. 18. 28, 


led away our Lord, thus condemned and bound, to the Roman 
Preſident's Pallace, and delivered him up into the hands of the _ 
Romans. And ſo were they themſelves afterwards for ir, the 
whole Nation, led into captivity by Titus; their City deſtroy- 
ed, a thing ſadly foreſeen, and deplored by our Lord in his 
Palm-Sunday Triumph, when, as from Mount Oliver he be- 
held the Ciry,he wept over it Luk.19.41; and again, in the Holy 
week of his Paflion, when in the Temple he told them their 
houſe was now leftunto them deſolate Mat. 23. 38; and again, 
when he fate on the Mount Olivet over againſt theprofpect of 
the 'Temple Ma#.24-1.6c. with his Diſciples;and laſthy,as he-went 
to Execution and ſaw the people weeping for him. A% the cheif- 
Prieſts in this fuddain tranſmitting of' our Lord to Pilat, ſhew- 
ed the great zeal they had ofhis ſpeedy diſparch : ſo: this Eve 
of the great feaſt of the Paſſover ſeems alſo tobe one of the u{n-- 
al daies, if not of the tryal, yet of the 'Execution; of Malefa- 
Qors( thus made-more Exertplary at therime of fo great # con- 
fizence of People hither }.* Becauſe we fitd others:then'executed' 
beſtdes our Lord; and becauſe it is ſaid tobe the/cuftome; 'in 
honour of this great Feaſt, for the Roman Governour at this 
Seffions to releaſe one of the Perſons confdemned're the Fews : 
who, as they had loſt the power of putting 'any to death: fo of 
pardoning or releafing any from it; > 7 GN 2 0 
Our Lord brought hither was committed to: the Roman 
Guards, and carried by them to the Pretorium oft Court of 
Judgment. But the High Prieſts and'Antients of the Jews en- 
rred not in with him, becauſe this Evening they- were to eat 
the Paſch; not performed by them in irs proper timeas it was by 
ourLord, becauſe the Paſchal-Feaſt-day happening this year to 
fall on the day before the Sabbath, was by a former cuſtome 
transferred

| &.61: our Saviour Feſus Chrift, Part.1, 
transferred to it,” Now, the eatingof the Paſchal Lamb was 
' prohibited to all that wereany way unclean. Nemb.9.11; and 
the Jews held the touching of any Gentile ( whom they'eſteem- 
ed unclean, as notbeing cleanſed at all from their pollutions 
according to Levi. 5.3. and 5.1. &c.) torender them ſo; he, 
who touched any thing unclean, becoming unclean Lev, 5. 2. 
For this cauſe they ſtayed without ; and. it happened alſo op- 
_ portunely for their better prevailing with, and-perſwading, the 
people by and by, that they ſhould fave Barabbas rather than 
Jeſus; the one a true raiſer of Sedition, and the other falily ac- 
cuſed of it. | 

This impediment of their entring into the Pallace, and there 
preferring their accuſation againſt the Priſoner made. them 
alſo hope from Pilat rather a Confirmation of 'their ſen- 
tence and an order for his execution, than a reexamination 
ofhis cauſe; and that his guilt in ſach an extraordinary caſe 
ſhould be taken upon their word. But God would not ſuffer 
their Injuſtice fo ro be huddled up: nor yer Pilat ; who, it ſeems, 
had more intelligence of their proceedings then they imagined 
( fora Roman Tribune and Cohort were alſo employed in our 
Lords apprehenfion Fo. 18. 12.) and doubtleſs had heard much 
ofthe fame of Jeſus, and had a vigilant Eye upon his motions, 
and on the concourſe of the people made to hear him, butwith- 
out diſcovering any harm. in his ations; and alſo who knew 


( ſaith the Text) that | not for any capital crimes of his, butJ 


tor meer envy, no ſmall Guilt of theirs, they had delivered 
him, He therefore, ſeeing the Priſoner ſtand before him with- 
out his Accuſers, riſeth.from the bench, and unexpectedly goes 
forth to them, and askes them what accuſation they brought 
againſt him: who now anſwered him alſo in general ; that, if 
he were not a Malefacor, they would not have fent him to him. 
Pilat, ſomewhat moved with ſuch their declining his further 
examination of the matter, defires them then, fince they had 
found him fuch, they would reſume the matter into their own 
hands, and finiſh the work they had begun, and puniſh the De- 
linquent themſelves, according to his demerit. Upon which 
they replyed , That his crimes were ſuch as deſerved death, and 
that in the moſt ſevere and exemplary manner; which it was 
not permitted to them'to inflit: and ſo, when thus urged to 
it, began to accuſe him to the Governour of ſuch things as they 
imagined might be of moſt weight with him and the Roman« 
Militia prefling in particular , his forbidding to give«Tribute

26. andalſo being asked by them (the 
Phariſees joined with the Herodians Mat. 22.16. ) the queſti- 
on about the lawfulneſs of it, but two or three daies before his 


. apprehenſion, on purpoſe ( ſaith the Evangeliſt Lzk, 20. 21. ) 


that they might take hold of his words, that ſo they might de. 
liver him into the power of the Roman-Governour, he affirmed 
it, and utterly filenced them with that divinely prudeat anſwer | 


of his, Reddite que ſunt Ceſaris Ceſart , & que ſunt Dei Deo, 
that they ſhould give to Celar Ceſars Coine. And, as for his 


Meſlias-or Kingſhip, he had confeſſed it indeed; but that his 
fitting upon his Throne ſhould be not here, but in Heaven, ad 
dexteram Patris ; and the Glory of it not preſent, but hereat- 
ter, Yuando ventet cum nubibus. The like account whereof he 
gave atterward to Pilat ; andalſo de fas, when the Multitude 
purpoſed to have made him Kiug: Fo. 6, 13. he had declined 
it, and preſently withdrew himſelt ; and elſewhere, in a con- 
traverſy between two Brothers about dividing Luk. 12. 14. a 

ieceof land, he refuſed to be an Arbitrator: and ſent his Di- 
Cciples about the countrey without carrying a peny of money, 
or ſo much as a ſtaff Mat. 10. io. i.e. wherewith to defend 
themſelves, or offend others; taught them continually Pati- 
ence and non-reliftance , if truck on the one cheek to tyrn the 
other, the fundamental way of the propagation of his King- 
dom. In his late apprehenfion he commanded Peter to put 
up his Sword, and forbad the uſeof it againſt authority ; and 
PEInny repaired the hurt he had done with it. --All which 
ulfils that ſooftew repeated of our Lord ia the Pfalms, -Oderunt 
me grat#, without any cauſe. - Et que ignorebam, interrogabant 
me. 

Pilat, upon this their accuſation, returned into the Preto- 
rium, where he had lefr our Lord in the cuſtody of the Roman» 
Guards, and, calling him before him, asked him whether he 
was the King the Jews, meaning that Meſfias, or Chriſt, or 
King that the Jews had ſo long expected: perhaps becauſe that 
his Accuſers had told him, that our Lord had before them 
openly, himſelf, confeſſed it. - Our Lord, though well know- 
ing pe” qu yet to reduce the Governour the 
more to on his own obſeryation, and experience, and 
on 
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lice -and envy+ of his Adverſaries well known to him, 
deficed { doubtleſs witha great appearance of gravity and Ma- 
FI )toknow whether he asked ſuch a Queſtion'of himſelf, 
and from any jealouſy our Lord's life and actions had raiſed 'in 
bim of his aſpiring ro the Crown' of Juda; or whether he had it

from the relation of others viz. the High-Priefts; the envious 
-opprefſors of his innocency and merits, as the Prefidents own 
 coufcience witneſſed unto him. The Governour replyed ; that 


he, a Roman, underſtood--none of thoſe matters, about his 


-Meffias-and Kingſhip; but that it was his own Nation that: ac- 


culed him of it, and had delivered himas a perſon very crimi- 


- Nous, and deſerving death. Thenour Lord; to inform him 


further of the truth, anſwered thar the Kingdom'he only own- 
ed was not a Kingdom of this World, nor ſuch as did diſturb 
any Priuce's temporal Rights; as did ſafficiently appear, that he 
had no Subjects to fight for him, or reſcge his perſon-from his 
Enemies and perſecutors. You are King then, ſaid Pilar. Our 
Lord-anſwered;: he was; and that: he was ſent into the world 
to bear witneſs of the truth ( which himſelfwas ); and thar this 


- wasa Spiritual Kingſhip over hearts, there to rule over and de- 


ſtroy all Error and that all thoſe who were the ſons of Truth 
would hearand obey his DoQtrine,- and become his Subjeds. 
"The Governour:asked him , 'what was that Truth he ſpake of, 
and wherein he laboure&to render all- men his Schollars and 
Subjeas : and, having no mind to engage any further diſcourſe 
about matters, as he ſuppoſed, of the Jewiſh Religion, debated 


between our Lord and their High Prieſts, he roſe fuddenly from 


the bench and'went forth the ſecond time to _— taking 
our Lord with him, and told them, that he found no faulr at 
all in the man. -- | | 

This much enraged them, and made them redouble their 
accuſations; to all which our Lord, as calme as they were fu- 
rious, anſwered nota word, Whereupon Pilat wondring asked 
Jeſus, whether he heard not how many things they witneſſed 
againſt him? Bur neither to Pilat anſwered he a word, which 
( ſaith the Evangeliſt Mat.27. 14.) made the Governour won- 
der exceedingly, as both knowing his innocency, and himſelf 
countenancing it. | 

Amongft other things they informed the Governour, that 
he had gone every where raiſing Sedition amongſt the people, 
beginning in Galilee firſt, the out-skirts of the countrey ; and fo 
coming up with Multitudes and Tumults even to Jeruſalem ; 
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Hoſannas. gf the childreg/]> Now Galilee was a place noted 
formerly for ſeveral. rebellions. - See A&s 5: 37,38. how: one 
Theudas appeared there that made himſelt a Prophet; and pre- 
tended he could.do miracles, and drew much people after him 
_ ( mentioned but pry Joſephus Mitig Fudarc.lib.20.cap, 
S-); and, after him, Jadasof Galilee about the birth of our Sa- 
Yiour in the.timeof the enrolment under Cyrenius Zak, 2. 2. 
which Judas alſo oppoſed: the paying of taxes or tribute to the 
Romans: Both hich-Rebols:nid all their Followers were difli- 
pated and deftroyed. After theſe alſo it ſeems ſome Galileans 
within a few years before bad ſo highly offended Pilar in his 
government. that, when they came up to; Jeruſalem at the ſo- 
lemn Feaſt tq offer Sacrifice, he cariſed them to be put to death; 
and that.ing-ſome cruel, fuddain; and unex -» manner, it 
ſhould ſeem by the exprefion inthe Text Luk: 13-1: and , by 
their relating it to-our Lord, ſome think. they might be-ſome 
relicks of Judas bis Set:that.denyed- tribute: to Celar { tor 
which reaſon alſo ſome-made mention:of themao-our Loed'to 
bear his. judgment of their opinion ,), and tharmade at \Jeruſa- 
lem ſome oppofition.in the Feaſt tothe: Satvificing: forthe 
fafety and profperity of the-Emperour.' And Pilat is noted 
both by. Phale Jadeus De legatione ad Cainm and: Fa epbus to have 
bin pervicaci & dure ?ngento, and: very: uncompliant with: the 
ews; and-who at laſt, complained-of by the Nation'ro *tel- 
s, then a Superior PrefeCtof Syria, for aflaughter made upon 
the Galileans, was ſent by him to Cefar to give: an: account 
thereof; and ſo deprived of his government: and confined. 
The Jews mention therefore hereof: Galilee ſeems to have con- - 
duced much to. their. purpoſe. But, when this was ſuggeſted 
toPilat, he made another uſe-of it; and though Herod and be 
were now at enmity between themſelves, perhaps: for Pilat's 
cruelty ſhewed to the Galileans: torementioned : yet reſolved 
to lend to him the Priſoner, who was born, as was commonly ; 
1magined, his Subje& ( Galilee being under Herods juriſdiftion) 
and. lived moſt of his time in his territories; 'as being defirous 
to rid his hands, of this buſineſs with as little: diſpleaſure to 
the Jews. as: might be, and*to devolve the odium of is upoa 
Herod, now come up to the Feaſt; and, becauſe Herod being

Herod, - having never ſeen our Lord, but heard much of his 
fame and ofhis-miracles; rejoiced much on this occaſion, hop- 
ing to have 'ſcen him now, for his greater reputation, or at 
leaft' the ſaving: of his'lite; do: ſome [notable miracle before 
him ; which John the Baptiſt never” did. - Here:,/ upon our 
Lords appearance, he felt ow queſtioning: hin about- many 
things of which he had! the curioſity to be informed : we may 
. = ine about his DoErine, hisDeſcent, his pretenſfion to his 
V ſhip; what evidence: he :could give/ of ſuch a pretended 
extraordinary Miſſion from God' &c. And perhaps any one 
Miracle done 'by-our Lord would” havei defeated the perſecu- 
cions of the Jews, confirmed the reputation ofhis beingawex- 
traordinary Prophet, and procured his liberty. For Herod 
alſos-had'the'Baprift in great 'cſteem, - and was drawn both to 
his impriſonment ; by the'importunity of a woman that be- 
witched himwwith her love; 'and to his death; by araſh promiſe

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Court, reiterated the accuſations,which;:before:Pilat; by:Herods

killing of the Baptiſt; that gave teſtimony of our Lord; hav- 


ing ſome hopes ot -hisdoing the ſame ro-him : all which unjuſt 
flanders our Lord heard- and--entertained with a profound fi- 
lence, and without any defence'ofthis-Innocency. \ But Herod 
little regarded their clamours, as one who had well bin inform- 
ed of-our Lord's ations, and integrity; and,: being acrafty 
Fox ( as our Lord once tiled him) had formerly watched him 
very narrowly: and his Jealouſy, as the 'Phariſee truely in- 
formed our Lord, wanted only ſome fairoccafion to. have de- 
ftroyed him. But his generally doing all manner of good, and 
giving heavenly counſel, without Wealth , without: Arms, 
preaching only humility and patience , working alſo great 
Cures, ejecting Devils &c.( our Lords Apology for himſelf when 
the Phariſee told him, Herod would kill him) , as alſo ſending 
his. Diſciples abroad without any weapon for their defence, 
were things this 'Tyrant could:not:make criminous. - But, from 
ſach his filence; conceiving him without wit to anſwer for him- 
ſelf; and to ſhew he had no jealouſy of his Crown from ſuch a 
yu Rival, thought fit only to make ſport with him, and treat 
im as a Fooland a Mock-King:; for his "ys was the thing 
his Accuſers moſt preſſed. And {o after he himſelf, reſenting 
his filence, had ſhewed-ſome ſcorn and negleQ ofhim, be gave 
order to his men of war to array this their new King according 
to his dignity in a-white Garment, the Ornament of Prieſts and 
Princes, ſome old caft-off Robe taken out ot his wardrobe : and, 
after much jecring and lighting of him, : and ſome'Givoco 4: 
Mans's doubtleſs mixed, thelike -uſage 'to that received over- 
night from the High Priefts Officers, he returned him: in this 
dreſs to Pilat, with his Guards commanded td 'waitupon-his 
Majeſty; and the people deriding and hooting at him as he 
| paſſed, according to-the Prophecy:concerning him' Pſalm; 21. 8. 
Omnes videntes me deriſerunt me: locuti ſunt labits, & moverunt 
caput, But Herod by this dreſs ſufficiently. ſignifyed his'mind 
to Pilar, that his perſon was rather an obje&t of ſcorn or pity, 
then of hjs Juſtice ; which no doubt gave little ſatisfaction to 
the cruel Higft Prieſts, in whom neither Pilat's: nor Hered's ab- 
ſolving him, noryet the admirable meekneſs of our Lord (who, 
Ks well knew, wanted not'words to defend his: Innocency ; 
and who by his filence ſeemed 'to'conſpire with them 5 pr 
imſelt,

- - himfſelf;'andto long/for'his Croſs before it was brought him ) 
_ contd work any relentment,” or refleQtion on their Guilt: 

- Meanwhile, this civility of Pilat ſhewen to Herod, in a place 
where the Judicature belonged to himſelf, was kindly accept- 
ed ; and repaired” their broken friendſhip: and Herodalfſo thus 
became.an Acceflary and party in the unjuſt proceedings a- 
gainft the:'common Saviour. 'This friendſhip alſo of theirs my- 
 ſtically*ſignified our Lords reconciling; and the union to God, 
both of Jew and Gentile in the benefits of his ſufferings and 
death. --/p/e enim eſt pax noſtra, qui fecit utraque unum. Eph. 
2.14. And the white Garment, wherein he was arrayed in de- 
rifion, wastruly. a ſymbol of his pureſt Innocency ; and a veſt- 
ment ſuting to his Sacerdotal, as well as Regal, office. And as 
tor Herod, his unjuſt Judge, he, as alſo Pilat, by the divihe Ju- 
ſtice, was ejected from his Government, and dyed miſerably in 
Exileand diſgrace. . 
 ThePriſoner thus returned, treated more like a Fool than a 
Criminal, and his mock-Robe pulled off, Pilat calling together 
agait 'the cheif Prieſts, and the Rulers, and the- People alſo 
Luk. 23.13, who at this time had a cuſtome by the common 
ſuffrage to free a Priſoner, and ſetting him before them, told 
them, that, whereas they had brought him to him as a ſeditions 
perſon, and a Perverter of- the people, he, upon due examina- 
tionof him before them, could clear no ſuch thing ; 'That he 
had alſo ſenthim to Herod the Tetrarch of Galilee, and rul- 
ing where this man moſt converſt, and where he was ſaid to have 
done moſt of his works; and, that neither had Herod done 
any 'thing to him worthy of death : that therefore he would 
chaftiſe him, perhaps guilty of ſome ſmaller imprudences and 
exceſſes ot undiſcreet zeal in his former behaviour; and ſo re- 
leaſe him. And, ih ſpeaking thus of releafing, he put them.in 
mind of the cuſtome at this great Feaſt, of his releaſing ſach a 
Priſoner to them ( but probably, of ſuch whom he thought fir 
to nominate) as they ſhould demand; whichalſo the people 
that ſtood about as readily called for £24k. 2. 18. compared 
with Mark. 15.8. And it is ſaid to have bina cuſtome firſt inſti- 
tuted as a grateful remembrance of their freedome at that time 
from the Egyptian bondage ; uſed long before their ſubjetion 
to the Romans; and ſo indulged ſtill afterit. Or perhaps ra- 
ther ſome later favour of the Roman Governours allowed 
them, after the power of condemning or pardoning any capi- 
tal: otiender taken from them. So the Governour upon chis

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knew better affected to our Lord; the releafe ot Jeſus..." 
. Now, there-was another Priſoner i pe

ainous, and perilous: to the Nation; than the other:mans 
Guult, at-laſt prevailed-with them. And thoſe. who cried Z7e- 
{anna to qyr Lord, men, women, and'children, avd.ſpread their 
garments in the way, but five daies before, are now as: loud for 
the Releaſe of Barabbas before him, Away with thi-man, cry 
they Lek, 23, 18. and releaſe to-us Barabbas.. And Pilat, much 
diſpleaſcd. at it, asking them, what then-they would have done 
with.

Fhe Governour now at a great ſtand, who before had men- 
tioned the chaſtifing of him, and; was now defeated of his. de- 
ſign concerning Barabbas, ſeeing no way but one poflible to 
ſave. his life, viz--to ſatisfy. their malice ro. ſome-degree with 
ſome leſſer torments-inflited on him, preſently gave order: for 
icourging him; which-alſe the. more ſeverely itwas done, the

' - naked,”"and tye him by his hands and feet to a pillar with his 
face towards itz and fo beat him witha whip made with cords, 
or thongs of leather, "that wound much worſe then rods. A 
very fore and -ignominious torment it was, and fore no 
citizen of Rome whatſoever, or any having thiF priviledge ; 
might be ſo puniſhed. See Aﬀs 16. 37, 22, 15. -*Facinus oft vin- 
cire civem Romanum, ſcelus verberare, prope Parricidum necare z 

_ quiddicamin crucem tollere? ſaith Cicero 1n Verrem orat. x. 
Our Lord was committed by Pilat tothe Roman Soldiers, 
for executing thispuniſhmept ; who took him into the Pr et0- 
rium Mat. 27.27.70. 19.4. or atrium Pretori, faith St, Mark 
chap. 15. 16. And, to do this and the 'reſt of their pranks the 
more ſolemnly, after they had ſeen the ſport Herods men: had 
made with this Jewiſh Prince, and perhaps ſome of them that 
alſo of the High Prieft's officers over-night, and not meeting 
with ſuch a joculary. obje& every day, they aflemble the whole 
Cohort conſiſting of ſome hundreds to come and perform their 
homage tohim ; ſome of them looking onl, whilſt orhers ated. 
By whoſe .obſequiouſnefs, as ſervants uſe ro go beyond their 
Lord's Commiſtion, we may imagine his ſtripes were laid on 
without any regret, or common humanity ,' in ſuch a multi- 
tude of military SpeRators ; till he, being rendred all in a gore 
blood, - excepting only his faceand head, was: made a fit ſpe- 
Qacle to ſhew to thole Adamantine-hearted Jews. And in- 
deed, if what we owed in this kind was undertaken to be paid 
gr nar Fran: was, and that without his ſpeaking a word to de- 
cline it )- we may hence meafure the greatneſs of his. ſufferings 
from that of our demerits. Aſulta flagella Peccators, faith the 
Plalmiſt; and our Lord pronounced, av it were againft himſelf. 
--That our knowing his Fathers Will, and notdoing it, deſerves: 
many;ſtripes ;\ which at laſt came to that ,' That he himſelf 
muſt defray for us. And thus alfo were all the Prophecies 
falfilled: by him to the uttermoſt, which the Scriptures long be= 
fore had delivered. Pſal. 34. 15. Adoverſum me letati ſunt & con= 
venerunt: congregate ſunt ſuper me flagella, & ignoravi [ for 
whatcauſe ].

Ipſe autem vulneratus eſt propter imniquitatcs noſtras , attritus eſt 
propter ſcelera noſtra : Diſciplina pact noſtre ſuper eum, & livore 
ejus ſanati ſumus, --And after «--Propter ſcelus populi met per- 
cuſſteum. And of this alſo particularly he ſeveral times foretold 
his Diſciples; ſaying that his own- People ſhould deliver him 
to the Gentiles, to mock, and to ſcourge, and to crucify him;

After this, to fulfil-the :/ludendum, as well as flagellandum, 
our Lord foretold ; and to prepare him further for the ſhew- 
their Maſter intended, they thought fir to dreſs him hkea King, 
as Herod had done before them; and ſopulling off his gar- 
ments again-now cleaving*to his ſcarifyed back, ( if perhaps 
theſe were at all put on after his whipping ) they arrayed. him 
with an old-caſt purple cloke ; and, wantingyet a Crown for 
this King, they took a bunch of thorns, -and platting them to- 
gether made a wreath thereof, andprefſed it about his Tem-. 
les; whereby his Sacred face and head alſo (hitherto blood- 
e ) became of the like dye with the reſt of his body, pierced 
every where with the ſpikes of the thorns [ of which Sacred 
head now compaſſed with a bunch of thornes { when God ſaved 
Abrahams only Son, vert ſo loved the world as not to fave his 
own ) the headot the Ram, which ſo Abraham took and offer- 
ed tor him, all entangled and wrapped in thornes, ſeems to be 
a lively type.}J Then, for a Scepter alſo ſutable ro his Crown, 
they rook a reed, and gave it himin his right hand. This done, 
for his Inauguration, they fell on their knees and evans + 
him , ſaying, Ave Rex Judeorums God fave the King of the 
Jews. And then; that their merriment and mockery might not 
end without ſtrokes, they roſe oti their knees, and tell a bearing 
him with their fiſts; and, ſpirting 1n his tace, mingled their 
EXCTements with his blood : aud took the reed out of his __ 
an 
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cloſer td his Temples. Abd; by this cine Pilar calling tor bitn; 
1467 RIPE into his righrhand; which he: meekly 
held-ſo as-they placed it; and fo br © him forth all im- 
brewed in blood, head; face; and body, with his Robe, Crown, 
and-reeden Scepter; and prefenting him'on the Gallery, ot 
Ferracewalk, before all the Jews, Pilar ſaid Fo. tg. 4; 1 bring 
him forth to you again, that ye may knuwo that T find no fault in him, 
[ being thus ill created by Pilat, nor for his, but their, crimes; 
ſo to have mitigated their cruelty and malice] Erce Homo; as 
if he had faid tothem: ſee this rueful ſpe@acle of fuffering In- 
nocency : and-at length have-ye ſome compialſion. ' 1s not 
here puttiſhment too much already inflited; where none de- 
ſerved? Bat they, the cheif Prieſts, and officers eſpecially, af- 
ſoon as they ſaw him in this pickle ( ſaith the Evangelift Fo. 
19.6.) renewed their former clamour, Crucrfge, Cuofg The 


' Governour replyed : Take ye him and crucifie him, *if you can 


be ſo unjuſt: tor Icannotdo it, finding no fault in him. The 
Jews, ſecing Pilar ſo reſolutely ſtill clearing our Lord, 'as t6 
that accuſation of theirs, which they thought would moſt rake 
with-the Romans, Sedition &c. retreat again to his blaſphetny, 
and his crimes againſt their Law, ( whereof the Roman Prefi- 
denatwholly ignorant could not ſo well diſcern his, or their; 
Guilr:)-ſaying ; thar tliey had a Law, according to which their 
Juſtice-had proceeded againſt. hits ; and rhat by rhis Law he 
ought todye on a higher account than Rebellion againft Prin- 
ces; ſeeing he made himſelf the Son of God, and became 
thereby guilty of the higheft blaſpheniy againft God himſelf, 
which in their Law was paniſhed with death.

And perhaps theſe tables had their firft original-trom 
ſome miſtaken mA of the Sacred ſtory of God's ſome- 
times aſſuming a human ſhape, and diſcourſing with the Patrj- 
archs ; and from the-Prophecies, concerning the Son of God to 
be born of a woman. 'To which-may: be added the. extraordi- 
nary Gravity, . Modeſty, Fortitude, Conftancy; Prudence, and 
holy reſervation, ſo -great unconcernednefs and negleq, as it 
were, of what they ſaid ordid to him, which he had obſerved 
in our Lord, as one ſtrangely, elevated. above all human paſſi- 
ons, and infirmities, Startled, I ſay, yith-this fear, and reflec. 
ing on his former ill treatment of ſuch-a perſon, he-returns a- 
gain from the Jews into the Pretoriun ; and there queſtions 
our Lord a-new, whence he was? i. e. whetlier of an human, or 
divine, race? by this queſtion iving our Lord occaſion, as He- 
rod before, to ſet rake, and -aſtly maguify himſelt; the former, 
as to his divine power, in ſhewing ſome Miracle ; and this lat- 
ter, as to his divine Nature, in declaring his deſcent... But our 
Lord, before him, as before the other, ſtood mute and filent; 


| Not willing to admit the leaſt detreQation or declining of his 
ſofferings, or the leaſt endeavours contrary to his Fathers good 
pleaſure ; well knowing alſo, of Pilat, as of the | that --þ 


reſponderet, non dimitteret : and laſtly, having betore-anſwered 
him ſufficiently to this queſtion, when he told him that he was 
a King, but not of this lower world ; that he deſcended to 
teach men the Truth of God. Nor were thoſe many: divine 
works of his concealed from the Governour's: knowledg, which 
evidenced an extraordinary Miſſion of him from God. 

The Governour, diſpleaſed at this filence, after ſo much 
kindneſs, as he thought, ſhewed him ; and ſo contrary alſo to his 
own intereſt, in'negleQing all lawful 'obſervance of a Perſon 
that had him abſolutly in his power, and ftudied to releaſe 
him, asked him; why, he did not-anſwer him, in whoſe free 


. power he knew it was ( whether this juſtly , or unjuſtly) either

Creation ; nor the like ever read in any other ſtory: One of their 
own Nation, that was preſent in the action, writing it exactly.

leaſed to them their precious choice, Barabbas; and commit- 
ted Feſus to the Centurion and his Soldiers to- be crucified ac- 
cording to. their requeſt. _ 

Now,.this death on the Croſs, which our Lord was ſenten- 
ced to, and the Jews with ſo great clamour called for, as it was 
often foretold expreſsly by our Lord [ ſee Mat. 20. 19. -Fo. 18. 
32. and other-while called by him his Exaltation Fo. 12. 32. 
And T, if I be exalted from the earth will draw all men unto me 
ſignifying ( (aith the Evangeliſt ) what death he ſbould die: and 
by the context; ver/. 34. it appears, the people well underſtood 
his language: And again Fo. 8. 28. --When ye have ( ſaith he) 
exalted the Son of man, then ſhall ye know, that I am he : ] So was 
it foreſignified by many expreſſions in the Old Teſtament. See 
P/al. 21. 17. The Council of the malignant hath beſteged me : 
they have digged my hands and my teet : they have numbred 
[in that rackin rolture] all my bones ; they have beheld and 
confidered me | every limb of me ſtretched out before them ; } 
and then ſpeaking of his being ſtript of his cloaths. --1 hey have 
divided my garments amongſt them, and upon my Veſture they caſt 
tots. - To which ſtripping of him alſo that expreflion ſeems 
chiefly to relate, where he ſaith Pſal. 68. 8. --That Confufion ca- - 
vered hu face. See Zachary 13.6. ( where the Prophet mentions 
this ſmiting of his Paſtor, and the man that clave to him, and 
ſo ſcattering of his ſheep ) ver/: 7. ſpeaking thus of his being 
treated by his neareſt relations as a falſe Prophet ; that he ſhall 
be asked : What are theſe wounds in the midjt of thy hands f and 
he ſhall anſwer, wz#h theſe was I wounded tn the houſe of my. friends. 
To which wounds alſo is applied that loving expreflion- Z/ay 
49-16. --Ego tamen non obliviſcar tut ; in manibus meis deſcripfe 
te; 'L have engraven thee upon the palmes of my hands. See 
Zech, 12.10, whers ſpeaking of the converfion of the Jews in the 
latter times ;z and the great forrow they ſhgll then have for their 
crucifying their Meflias, the Prophet ſaith --Et ad/pictent ad me 
Geena & plangent cum planitu quaſi unigenitum &c.

#n e/cam meam fel ; © in ſiti mea potaverunt me aceto. | 
Typified alfo this death of the Croſs was by many inſtruments 

of the peoples preſervation in the Old Teſtament : By the Tree 
of life, provided to remedy the miſchiefs done by the Tree of 
Good and Evil: by the blood of the Lamb ſprinkled upon the 
poſts of the door, that the deſtroying: Angel ſeeing ir might. 
paſs-over Gods people: by Moſes his Rod ſmiting the Rock, 
and bringing out of it a fountain of water for refeſhing the 
people: By the Braſen Serpent lifted up on high, and faſtned 
to a pole, -curing all, that looked upon it, of the other fiery 
Serpents bitings ; which our Lord alſo mentions as a Type of 
his own Elevation, and drawing the cies of all upon him Jo. I2 
32. Fo. 3.14. Sicut Moyſes exaltavit ſerpentem in deſerto; ita ex- 
altari oportet filtum hominzts, ut omni qui credit in ipſum [ looks 

n him with the eic of faith } ner pereat : By the Expanſion 
of Moſes his Armes and Hands on high made in the Mount for 
the conqueſt of Amalek: which poſture of his alſo by others 
help was continued for ſeveral hours; and being any way al- 
tered, changed preſently the fortune of the battel : By Elias his 
lying with armes ftretched out upon the Child, to raiſe him 
apainto life: By marking with the letrer Thas the form of a 
croſs, the foreheads of rhoſe rhat were- ro be faved from the 
ſlaughter of rhe fix deſtroying Angels Exech. g. 4. Laſtly, by 
Abraham's only Son Iſaac carrying the wood, upon which he was 
afterwards laid, and deftined to be Sacrificed. But Ged was 
more favourable and Kind to Abraham, if I may ſo ſay, than 
to himſelf. 

And, as this mannep of death was often forefignified and ty- 
pifiedin the Old Teſtament; ſo dothiit ſeem, before all other, 
© have bin choſen by che Divine Counſel, and our Lords de- 
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&:83: ' our Saviour Jeſus Chriſt. Part. 11, 
fignment (who as he voluntarily ſuffered for us, ſo. what death 
he pleaſed ) for many ſpecial reaſons. Firſt, becauſe his ſuf- 


fering being to ſave us, and we by our fins having incurred the ' 


curſe of God, and ſo he for us taking this curſe upon himſelt , 
this was that ſpecial death which had Gods curſe annexed to 
it; Deut. 21.23. when upon ſome grievous crime, God required 
the MalefaQtor to be hanged up upon a Tree before the Sun, 
 andas it were openly in his fight; to be hanged up, as unworth 

to touch or tread upon the SanCtified land, and not to be dit- 
patched in a moment,as by ſtoning,or ſome other ſpeedy death; 
but there faſtned to remain till near the going down of the Sun ; 
and then taken and buried, that the land might not be defiled 


by his being above ground , See Devt. 21. 23. as hath bin ſaid &e!. 3, 13. 


already. 5. 

Secondly , becauſe our fins deſerved the utmoſt torments, 
andeven: theſe eternal; and, our Lord in this caſe undertak- 
ing the ſatisfation of Gods Juſtice for them, this death by cru- 
. Citying was Choſen, as being of all thoſe ordinarily inflicted 
on MalefaQtors the moſt dolorous and tedious: being only a 
wounding or piercing of exterior parts, the hands, and feer, 
that approach not the principal or vital members, the Head, or 
Heart; and ſo'preſerving an integrity of ſenſe. Nor was any 


great effufionof the blood cauſed by ſuch wounds, ſo to ex- - 


hauft theſſpirits: for the nailes ſtill filled the holes they made : 
but, on the other fide, thispiercing being madein the moſt ner- 
vous parts, which Nerves are the Organs of ſenſe; produced a 
molt acute pain ; and ſo the perſon was left in this poſture, faſt- 
ned hand and foot on the rack, abandoned to the Fowles,-or to 
Famine, ifa fever, cauſed by theſe extream torments, did not 
diſpatch him ſooner: the body uſually remaining in ſuch tor- 
ment, for many hours, if not daies. Our Lord hung fo for 
three hours, before he expired, in a Miraculous patience, refig- 
nation, and filence'( all the words he _ fcarce taking up 
three or four minuts of it ): and, when this time was run out, 
the Roman Governour wondred, if he was dead ſo ſoon : and 
both the other| MalefaQtors were then ſtill alive. - Therefore 
the Apoſtle ſpeaking of this our Lords death puts ſuch-an Em- 
phaſis upon ir, --That he was obedient to the death, even to this 
death of the Croſs. By the greatneſs of his ſufferings, therefore, 
our Lord would have us learn the true weight and heinouſ- 
neſs and deſertof our fins; the cancelling of which coſt him fo 
dear, Asalſo ſuchexquiſite pains bogh he and God his Father 

| M m | choſe, 
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The Hiftory of the Life'of ©" &.84;Bs. 
choſe, 'to ſhew their great-love to-man; and his" ſalvation : and, 
if there were no abſolute neceflity for the Son of Gods ſatisfa- 
<ction for us by ſuch exquiſite torments, the leaſt prick of whoſe 
finger would have bin a ranſome tor a thoufand worlds, yet 
ſurely; the more he ſuffered for us, the more he ſhewed he loy- 
ed us; and, the leſs of his pains were neceſſary for any fſatisfa- 
dion, - the-more theſe ſo greivous demonſtrate the greatneſs of 
his affection. 

Thirdly, ſuch an horrid and lingring death was choſen by 
our Lord toremain for ever an example, and pattern, and con- 
ſolation, to all his followers in their ſufferings again for him ; 
ſooften as they call to mind that he endured firſt far greater 
for them ; and that God doth not treat us, ſervants and ſinners, 
ſo ſeverely, as he did his innocent and only Son ; and thar we 
might be aſhamed ofour tergiverſation, or impatience of any 
ſmall ſufferings, having ſeen his reſignation, and alacrity and 
voluntarily undertaking for us of ſo much greater. 

Fourthly, ſetting now afide the extream torments thereof, 
this death ſeems to be choſen in many other regards. For, 
next, by it this Evangelical Sacrifice hath a nearer re/emblance 
to all thoſe former made under the Law, that were _ Types 
of it. Reſemblance, In our Lords being laid and ſpread, when 
they faſtned him with nails, -on the wood of the Croſs, to be 
conſumed on it by degrees; fo, thoſe Sacrifices laid on the 
wood of the Altar ; but this, on the Croſs, during mich longer 
before it was conſumed, the heat of which torture alſo forced a 
ſitio from our Lord. So ſaith S. Peter, 1 Pet. 2. 24. Jþſe pecoatsa 
CR in corpore ſuo 4 hen And S. Paul, Eph. 5.2. 
Tradidit ſe ipſum pro nobu oblationem & hoſtiam Deo in odorem 
fſuavitats. Again, in our Lord's being elevated and lifted up 
toward Heaven: as thoſe alſo were on an Altar raiſed up in 
Salomons Temple ten cubits high, 2 Chron. 4. and aſcended by 
ſteps; and the Sacrifice atſo upon this Altar was elevated, or 
heaved up again, and waved before the Lord in the hands of 
thePrieſt; and the Altar of the oblation of incenſe was made 
alſo of wood. 

Again, this death ſeems the moſt convenient alſo for the 
pouring out of the blood of this Sacrifice; even the whole Mals 
of it gathered to the heart, in a great ſtream, at the foot of the 
Croſs (as the Prieſt did'to that of the legal Sacrifice at the foot 
of the Altar ) as it were all at once, by the Soldiers lance, in- 
ſtead of the Prieſts knife :-but this nottill ſuch tedious and ling- 

ring 
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ring torments for ſeveral hours firſt endured ; whereas the legal 
was preſently EIS of its pains and lay a long time 
indeed to be conſumed on the Altar, but after it was firſt de- 
prived of life and ſenſe. ' This death moſt convenient alſo for 
this Lamb of God fulfilling the type of the Paſchal Lamb ;'and 
the prophecies whereby God fignified that he would not have 
a bone of his only Son to be: broken , nor his body! any way 
mangled, or divided any further, than four holes made in his 
hands and feet, and a wound in his fide 5 whilſt meanwhile his 
ſtripping, and then his long and ſcorching pains, ſuffered from 
the fire. of Gads wrath againſt our fins, falling all upon him, 
which he endured on the Croſs, anſwers to that Lambs being 
firſt layed, and then whole and entire ftretched our at length ; 
and, by degrees, roſted by fire. Thus then this Evangelical 
Sacrifice, in this manner of the offering thereof, moſt reſem- 
bled the legal. | = 

Fifthly, this death on the Croſs was a death moſt viſible to 
all, and publickly expoſed ; in which could: be uſed no perſo- 


: —_— fraud or concealment ; the body nailed up on high, 


naked to be ſurveyed by the eyes of whatever Spectators for 
many hours, nay examined, and diſcourſed with, fo that there 
could be here no pretenfion of a deluſion, or cheat. And if, 
notwithſtanding this, ſo many Hereticks even in the Apoſtles 
daies, thinking this too great a diſparagement to the Son of 
God, have denied the reality thereof, what would they have 
done, had our Lord ſuffered in ſome, other manner leſs con- 
{picuous ? WE 

. Sixthly,.a death, of thoſe that are violent, the moſt conve- 
nient and proper for thoſe pious and charitable words and aCi- 
ons, that were to be performed at his death ; In his' making 
his Will, as it were, and diſpoſing of his aflited Mother, his 


' great Care, to the proviſion of his beſt beloved Diſciple; In tefti- 


tying his free forgiveneſs of his Enemies, Revilers, and 'Tor- 
rurers, by his Praying to his Father alſo, for their pardon; In 
receiving to Mercy, at the ſame. time, by the vertue of that his 
death on the Croſs, the penitent Robber, a ſymbol of his do« 
ing the ſame to all finners whatever, that ſhould at any time 
repair to him for ſalvation through thoſe ſufferings: In mani- 
felting his patience, obedience, and love to God ; calling him 
Father in the midit of that ſevere handling of him; and meek- 
ly reſigning his dying Spirit into his hands. Laſtly, in his dy- 
ing before the other two; and ſending out'a loud voice at his

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The Hiftory of the Life of © $.88 89,90; 
expiring ; which ſhewed his Divinity ; and that he gave up his 
life nor _ any conſtraint of torments; but voluntarily, and 
when he pleaſed. 
Seventhly, This manner of death, by the lifting up of the 
body in it towards heaven, ſeems very fignificative, that we 
now, after, and in imitation of it, ſhould exalt and remove our 
eyes and affections henceforth from the Earth towards Hea- 
ven: Therefore our Lord gives it this honourable name of his 
Exaltation, -- Md 7 (ſaith he) if [be exalted from the Earth, 
will draw all unto meFo.12. 32. And the Apoſtle calls it his tri- 
umph, having taken out of the way the Decree, that was con- 
trary to us, he faftned it to his Croſs; and having deſpoiled the 
principalities and potentates, triumphed over them in it. Co/. 
2. 15. Soalſo, in the nailing and fixing of the fleſh of our Lord 
to the Croſs, ſignificative of the ———_ and crucifying of 


the fleſh, and its luſts; that is required of us in imitation of our 


Lord ; fo, diſenabling it to ſtir hand or foot, as it were, any 
more to the breach of Gods commands; and fignitying our 
now dying tofin, as he for it: and this death of the Croſs is of- 
ten, thus, alluded to by the Apoſtle. 

Eightly and Laftly; the poſture of this death carryed in it 
a lively Repreſentation of his love to mankind, with his arms 
ſtretched out, as it were, to embrace and receive all thoſe who 
would come to him; and his head declining to kiſs them. 

Having made this Digrefſion upon the Jewes ſo often vehe- 
mentdemanding, and arlaſt Pilats conſent to, our Lord's Cru- 
cifixion, to ſhew the multiplicity of the divine wiſdom in the 
choice of this manner of death, rather than any other : I pro- 
ceed now in the relation-of the ſtory, after Pilats having com- 
mitted to the Roman Guards the execution thereof. 

The time now, after Pilats four or five regprns into the Pre- 
forium, and Exits to the Jews, whilſt he endeavoured by all 
meansto have preſerved our Lords life ; i.e. fo far as his own 
ſafety with Ceſar, and his reputation with the Jews, would per- 
mit; and after our Lords being ſent to, and returned from, 
Herod ; and the ſoldiers ſcourging and drefling him ſo, as to 
be made a fitter obje& of the hard-hearted Jews Pity, drew well 
towards Noon, Fo. rg. 14. Luk. 23. 44- about the fixth hour; 


| faith St. John, and St. Luke ; though called as yer the third 


hour by St. Mark, becauſe the fixth hardly yet begun. The 

ſcoffing Soldiers, then, ſeizing on our Lord, after ſome further ' 

abuſes ( which, both in ns and actions, by Satans inſtiga- 
, t10n 
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our Saviour Feſus Chriſt, Part. II. 
tion were committed both in the way, and at the place of Exe- 
cution ; as we may gather from the very Theif, in the midft 
of his torments;. not tempering himſelf from reviling of him 
with the reſt) ſtript our Lord of his Purple, and pur on him his 
own garments, whoſe prize ſhortly they were to be; and fo 
making all ſpeed laid a croſs already prepared upon his torn 
ſhoalders : and fo led away this only Iſaac of God, carrying the 
wood of his Sacrifice upon his back. 
And, to fulfil a fecond time, after his being coupled with 
Barabbas, the Prophet Eſay's, cum ſceleraty reputatus eſt, Elay. 
53-12. and that there might be ſome greater appearance of 


| Juſtice, and our Lord mingled with company whom the peo- 


ple might think like himſelf, there were two notable Thieves, 
on either hand one, joined with him, and haled along to their 
Execution : but theſe alſo; or one of them at leaft, railing at 
him even when ſuffering with him -: and ſuch companions he 
was to have of his greifs, as offered him no ſolace therein. And 
indeed, if we conſider the perſon he now took on him, what 
MalefaCtor or crimes ſo great, as conld match him, or his > 
tor he carried on his ſhoulders all the fins of the whole world, 
preſent, and paſt, and to come, and even thoſe too of theſe 
MalefaQors; and ſo alſo this Anathema, as the chief, was cru- 
cified in the midſt; and the reaſon in the Prophet of his cur 
ſceleratu reputatus ſeems _ appoſite, --quia & iþſe peccata 
multorum tulit, Graced with this company, and laden with 
an heavy Croſs, the long beam thereof being probably more 
than twice the length of a man; for his body was to be ftretch- 
ed atitsfull length upon it; and to be exalted to ſuch a con- 


venient height, as might render him a ſpeQacle to all the mul- 


titude ; and de fatto to high it was, that the: Soldier to pierce 
his ſide uſed not his Sword, but his Lance ; and, to- give him 
drink they tyed a ſpunge to the end of a long reed, and fo 
reached it to his mouth ; It was alſo 'to carry a Title over his 
head, and to be faſtned in the ground; and the crofs Beam of it 
alſo was to equal the breadth of his body and length of his arms ; 
I ſay, thus laden, he made a painful, but moſt chearful, march 
nader it through a good part of the City; ( the Governours 
Palace being near the Temple on the Eaſt fide of it; and Cal- 
vary the place of Execution at the North-Weſt fide thereof ) till, 
when coming without the Gate, he fainted away under it; his 
body being now grown very feeble, and his ſpirits exhauſted., 
by reaſon of his cruel ſcourging, and other baſe uſage _— 

three: 
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afled through-; and of-his being-kept-all night without the 
eaſt ſleep, orrepoſe, or refreſhment, or his former temperatice 
having any ſuperfluous, humors to feed on. - 


- Becauſeour Lord alone was unable to bear it any further,and 


jt was an igaomigious thing to'carry or touch the-inftrument of 
the Execution ofa MalctaRar, whencethe word: Furafer| was a 
common name of reproach,-by.chance.a poor man, that came 
then out of the conntrey, one-Simon a ftranger; of 'Cyrene in 


Africk, where was. then a great Colony of the Jews, At. 2, 10. 


<6. 9: Joſeph. de Excid., Fiero. 1. 7. 6.38, meeting them, the Sol- 
diers laid hold on him, and forced him to bear our Lord's Crols 
after him, either the whole, or the heavieſt end -thereof: whoſe 
ſons, Alexander and Rufus, are particularly named by the Evan- 
geliſt, Mark..15. 21. which ſhews, that they were not only Con- 
verts to-the Chriſtian Faith, but perſons of ſome note amongſt 
the Primitive Chriſtians (lee A#s ry.33.-Romans 16, 13. it thoſe 
the lame). And,it.is-tobe-preſumed that our Lord rewarded 
this ſervice done-him'to their Father alſo in,making him a 


Member of the- Church and of his Kingdom ; and that he was 


{aved by the Holy Croſs he bore ; who thus had the honour even 
inthe eryeſt ſenile to take up the croſs, and follow our Lord, 
and to partake. of his'reproach and.igaominy,. But the divine 
Counſel ordained-this- accident-thus fignificative alſo of a 
greater matter; viz. That our Lord would not bear his croſs 
alone, bur'that-all his Followers-for ever were to bear their 
parts of it, 09246 184 456m $ 100 

- -Whilft our Lord -pefled along; in.this ſolemn Proceſſion to his 
offering up; the divine Majeſty provided, that amidſt ſo many 


_ ftony-hearted' Jews/that thirked after his blood ( wherewith 


the Plalmift P/a/. 21-;13- 17. deſcribes him compaſſed: about 
with ſo many ravenous Dogs. and fierce Bulls )there ſhould not 
want thoſe, that a nied fach ſufferings with their. tears, 
and lamented and/deplored theſe; pittileſs aud -undeſeryed cru- 
elties, for a teſtimony againthe others, as before, Joſeph and 
Nicodemus, and Piat's wife,:and Judas alſo, when too late, 
were. Many perſons there were of the more devout and com- 

affionate Sex, and more ſecure from the ſoldiers affronts, that 

ollowed- and lamented him Lak.2.3, 27. $0holy and innocent 
a perſon, from whom they had heard ſo many charming Ser- 
mons, 'and in whom een ſuch mighty works. Among whom 
we may. imagine were thoſe Galilean Wamen, that in his for- 
mer 


| hory of thi - 9%. 
' three Guards of Officers, Caiphas's, Herod's; and Pilats, he-had 
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met life time had waited on'and' miniftred unto him; and his 
beloved Mary and Mattha: All whole exceeding affection tro 
ourLord; doubrlefs, had: fo conquered their fears, as to run 
thither wherever they could have az fight of him, of whom they 
were likely ſo ſoon to be totally deprived.  - 

Theſe, probably, before had ſtood with the reft of the oy 

e in the common: Praxzs before Pilars Tribunal; and there 

wand heard all that{ad Tragedy that had paſſed between 
our Lords"own people perſecuring , and the ftranger-Gover- 
your defending, him : whoſe miſerable uſage, there, ſtill height- 
ned their love and Compaſſion, and in them added to all the 
formerendearments of him as it did, inthe people, to their 
rage and fury, Eſpecially amongK theſe the Blefſed Virgin, 
his aMiiQted Mother, who could not be: abſent from him in life, 
or death, where ſhe could have any acceſs, and who, here, moſt 
diligently obferved all her Son faid, or did, or that was done 
to him; as the Evangelift ſaith Luk; 2. 19. the formerly did 
thoſe even in his minority and childhood; ſhe, IT ſay, eſpeci- 
ally, may be ſappoſed to be wounded at' the heart, not only 
when ſhe ſtood by the Croſs, bat, during all this time, with thoſe 
Sword-points of. moſt pungent Griet ( which Simeon foretold 
her of ) inherand the reſt ofher Friends hearing their away 
with #hir-fellow ; and their crucifiges, and their acclamations for 
Barabbas, before the Son of God. - And the fight ot him 1o uſed, 
when Pilat' cried Ecce -Fiomo, and again Erce Rex Yeſter, thar 
had no operation of pity upon the hard-hearted Jews, I may fay 
had coo much on them. But that we are to believe his Holy 
Mother, as being full of Grace, and of the Holy Ghoſt, to have 
bin'indued- with a 'moſt'perfe@ patience, . and drFing pe and 


filence; and her carriage alfo to have bin an edifying pattern 
to the reft.. Thus was our Lord, in all thofe his former ſuffer- 


ings,- beheld and lamented by his Friends ; But, now after his 
Condemnation, and the Jew's cruelty according to the divine 
Will ſatisfied, rhe'tide in the prople alſo began to turn ; and 
theſe of our Lords former acquaintance'tohave'many Compa- 
nions of their Grief ; and ſuch a mind began 'to repofſeis ſome 


of them at leaft, as they had had when bur two daies before 


they heard and admired him in the Temple ; and as they had 
on Palm-Sunday ; and thoſe alſo .of the people, who all this 
while retained the ſame affetion toward hit, . his ſafery now 
deſpaired of,*began'more to ſhew it. © And thus a great multi- 


| tude artendedour Lord his death and Funeral full of bitter la- 
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mentation ; though:amongt theſe. the more or more: open- in 
- their grief were thoſe of the female Sex. | _ 

— On whomour Lord lifting up-his all-bloody and. disfigured 
Countenance, in great comileration not of himſelf, ſuffering 
nothing but what he pleaſed, but of them, being infinitly at- - 
flited for the. fins of his own people ( to-whom'he came in ſuch 
love, and they received him nor, but were nowcaſting him the 
only Son A out. of his: Vineyard, and killing him :.). and 
tor the unparallelled judgments of God, that he ſaw now ap- 
proaching upon them for this fat, brake out into that paſſio- 
'nate and prophetick ſpeech : ye Daughters of Feruſalem, weep 
not for me, but for your ſelves and your children: telling them, 
the daies were now at hand, if their tears, at leaſt of their own 
particulars, prevented them not, wherein they ſhould bleſs the 
barren, that never had any children prepared for ſuch a miſe- 
ry ; wherein they ſhould wiſh the Mountains to fall on them, 
and the Hills to cover and bury them deep from the face of the 
divine vengeance, deſcending from above on that people. For, 
if the lames of Gods wrath:meerly fortheir ſakes and fins brake 
out now in ſuch a manner upon him, a Tree alwaies green, 
and flouriſhing, and fruitful, and no way deſerving or qualified 
with any cumbuſtible matter, for them to feed on ; what would 
this fire do ( where thejr impenitence ſhould make them jun- 
worthy of his blood to quench it) upon their dry,.dead, fruit- 
leſs, wood; ſerviceable for nothing elſe, and fo well prepared 
for it > The conſideration of which had but a few daies before - 
drawn tears alſo from himſelf; when the Evangeliſt ſaith, he, 
in the midtof his triumph from Mount Olivet, beholding the 
City, wept over it, ſaying with ſobbs interrupting his ipeech, 
If that thou hadft known, even thou, at leaſt, in this thy day &©c 
Luk. 19. 41. This then our Lord in pity to them ſaid, to pro- 
curethe application of their tears not to his ſufferings, but ra- 
ther to the caule of them; to their own fins, and the fins of 
their people ; as doubtleſs, from his powerful words, many of 
them afterwards did apply themſelves and found mercy, ob- 
taining ſalvation by his blood, within the arms of the Church ; 
and ſo, when the time came, fled from the face of that fire, 
and eſcaped in the time of that deſtruction ; when the Romans, 
the ſame Inſtruments the Jews employed to confume this 
Green-wood, were uſed afterwards by God to burn the dry. For 
itis obſerved, that thoſe Jews of the chriſtian Profeflion, warn- 
ed from our Lords prediction, by their retiring betimes oo;

Mother alſo of James the leſs, and Joles,' and: Simon, and Ju- 
das, that were called our Lord's Brethren; i-e. [near Kinſmen, . 
by the relation they had to Joſeph. For, if this Mary had bin 
the Blefled Vingia's own fifter, her Name would not have bin 
alſo Mary; this being not uſual;or convenient to-call two fifters, 
undiſtinguiſhable,. by the ſame Name. There was alſo pteſent 
Salome, John's Mother, and others; and -John likewiſe our 
Lords beloved Diſciple (whoſe confidence above the reſt we ſaw 
in the High Prieſts Palace ) was there with them; but, likely, 
none other of the Eleven, at leaſt ſo near ; affraid of being ap- 
prehended ,. if they ſhould have appeared ; and perhaps John 
more; preſuming here, as in the Palace, becauſe known torhe 
High Prieſt. Here then ſtood the-ſad Mother of our Lord, be- 
holding and hearing all that was done to, and ſaid againſt, her 
Son ; with the like patience and refignation, as he ſuffered it: 
and ready;with Abraham, for the love of God, to have offered 
' himup her ſelf, had he commanded it. | Here ſhe and the reſt 
heard alſo that admirable confeflion of our Lord by the peni- 
tent Thief, and our Lord's gracious anſwer to him, which muſt 
needs be a great conſolation tothem. After which Anſwer, 
our Lord; looking down upon his Mother, and compaſſionating 
her condition, as well as. Grief, ſpake to her firft, and calling 
her Woman, perhaps for preventing thoſe affronts, to which her 
nearrelation to him, hated ofall, ifit had bin: known, made 
her liable, recommended John his beloved Diſciple to her love 
and affeRion, inſtead of himſelf,, as one that thence forward 
would pertorm the duty andobſervanceto her of a: Son ;.and 
then ſpeaking to John, recommended. to him- the care, and 
agg for her ( now- aged about fifty , and: a-deſolate wi- 
dow, Joleph being formerly dead, and now alſo heronly: Son 
taken from her ) as his Mother, he being a fingle perſon, and 
Virgin, as ſhe; and-having no Wite or family of his own to ; 
take care of, as many others had;. and by reaſon of his wealthy | 
parents( out of which wealth alſo Johns mother formerly: made 
proviſion many times for our Lord ) having the 'command 
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of ſo much maintenance as was necefliry for their decent fub- 


fatance. 


- Which recommendation of our Bleſſed Lady'to John ſhews, 
that, notwithſtanding: the mention we find of her fifter and 
four ot Qur Lords Brethren, yerthar they were not of ſo near a 
Relation, as that our Lords Mother, after the death of Joſeph, 
had any family of her own; ortheſe had any conftant habita- 
tion with her, fo as thatſhe might rather have bin commirted 
ifion in her now declining age. 

Our Lord, having thus made his Will, and diſpoſed of his 
onely charge his dear Mother, whom St. John took to himſelf, 
and ſerved with all fidelity, and ky nn all neceflaries 
till h& death, ſpake not at all after this for near the ſpace of 
three hours, from abour the fixth till rhe ninth hour, a little be- 
fore he gave up the Ghoſt; but, continuing in filence, and 
_ and his countenance lift up towards heaven, went on 

niſhing that Sacrifice which was to be the redemption of the 
world : conſuming and melting away in the flames of Gods 
wtath toward finners; now, in itseffeQts, ſeizing on him in their 
ſtead, for all the offences of all mankind that had or ſhould be. 
When, ashe grew nearer to his end, the Sun, now at midday 
ſee Ames $.9. and when not capable of any natural Ecclipſe ; the 
Moon being now at the full, and at its greateſt diſtance from 
it, began to bedarkned, and toloſe its light; thisnobleft body 
of the Creation ſymparhizing, as it were, with its Lord, and co- 
vering its face at ach a horrid SpeQacle, and indicating tothe 
hard-hearted $ ors the true Sun of righteouſneſs, and that 
true Light, thatenlightnerth every one that cometh into this 
world, to be now ſerting, and rs Bay ed ſo far, as. the 
malice of the Prince of Darkneſs and hisInftraments could ef- 
teR it: and intimating now alſo the cheif reign of the power 
of darkneſs permitted by God to the Prince thereof. 

All things were now full of terrour and amazement, and 
mens hearts with fear began now to melt and relenr, and their 
former tauntsand merriments to 'be changed into « deep $- 
lence, and expeRtation what would be the Ifſue , ſaſpeCting 


more miraculous things to follow ; when, about the ninth hour, 
or three ofthe clock in the afternoon, the ſolemn time of of- 
fering up the Evening Sacrifice, our Lord when now ſeeming to 
be = ſpent, and near his expitation, cried out with a loud 
and ftrong voice, and ſuch as was not tſual te ſuch a manner of 
death { exhauſting all their ſpititsand Rrepgth before taking

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away'theirlite ) toſhew; that he laid-his life down, niet com- 
pelled, but when he pleaſed; though withour ſhortning the time 
of the ſufferings belonging to' that cruel death ; and: to teſti 
alſo, agzinft Hereticks, the Realiry of his ſufferings, ſaying wi 
great torce, that all the nwltitnde heard him,” thoſe: firſt words 
of the Pſalm penned by the Holy Ghoſt for a Deſcription of his 
| Paſſion, ' Elor, Eloi, lamma'Sabbatthani ? My God My God why haſt 
thou forſaken 'me? expreſling the laft'pangs' of death now-a 
proaching, and the inexplicable torments' and anguiſh of 
and Soul due to our fins that now lay upon him: which he calls 
by fins in the following part of this verſe of that:'mourning 
Pſalm [ longe 8 ſalute mea verbs delifiorum meorum} and which 
fin of ours made this patient Lamb'of God, after three hours 
filence, ſo break our into this complaint under ther: where 
more greivous than thecorporal ſaiterings was the interior an- 
guiſh of Spirit; in his Divinity its ſuſpending from his Humanity 
all thoſe confolations, which mi gh any way relieve irs ſorrows, 
and with which his Servants in their greateſt ſufferings are ufu- 
ally refreſhed. This, like to that his Agony in the Garden3"but 
now without an Angel; where the Apoſtles mention { Heb.y.75;) 
of our Lord, rn the daies of bis fleſb offering 'up to God prayer and 


ſupplications with firong cryes and with tears, may well be un- | 


derſtood, as of the tears, and prayers, and'ftrong cryes, made 
and ſhed in the Garden, ſo of theſe now iterated' on the Croſs: 
for the weight of Gods wrath, lying onour fins which he afſum- 
ed, is inexplicable. - Tt ER £:24% 

Theſe words" of that ' prophetick-/ Pſatm'i might have hint- 
ed-ro' the earned High Priefts and" Elders, that the ''Tra- 


gedyof his Plalm was juſt now acted; \axiddively exprefieds in 


every part of it ; and they thoſe miſerable Wretches by whoſe 
perftecutions this prophecy was fulfilled, and fo might have be- 
gotten ſome eonyunAtion in them; 'But;either they, ſoblind- 
ed'as not to underſtand” thoſ& words; or the-other common» 
people at leaft miſtaking them; 'norknowing them” far the be- 
ginning of the Pfalm,” and hearing them pronoanced with fuch 
a loud voice, thought, from the fimilitude of the word Zo: twice 
repeated, that our Lord called upon Elias; thathe would not 
forſake him in this his miſery, 'but' come to help him. For, it 
was the common belief that Elias was yet alive1n/his body, 'and 
was to return among them to rectify all things before the com- 
ing of the Meſlias ; the darkning of the Sun atſo filled chem full 
of wonder, and expeQation of ſome other range things nn 
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_ :Domine there into Peter; and exhibiting: this as the laſt, 


heartsalſo. now being ſainewhat mnllified and beginning tg en- 
rertain' another Oopinion-otour Lord; than not long betore. 
. After thisour:Lord,entring into:his laſt Agony, ſaid; 7thirfft ; 


as if it were to og mos the drinking up the laſt dregs and 


portion'thatre of the 'cup of Gods 'wrath againſt fin- 
ners; remembring the words-that follow inthe ſame prophe- 
tick Pſalm ver/.:16; Fruit: tanquam teſta virtus' mea, & lingua 


-mea adhefit faucibus mes: & inpulverem mortss &c.-and Plalm. 


'68. 22. potaverunt me aceto. 'And, there being a veſlel of vine- 
garor imall-ſour Wine; with which mingled with water the 
Soldiersand:common people uſed to-quench their thirſt, one of 
the By-ſtanders, running and drenching a ſponge in it, put this 
upon the 'top of a long-reed; and fo entied it toour Lords 
mouth: (the datkneſs now diminiſhing.) to. refreſh hin, and 
prolong his life a little, in expeRation-.of what perhaps Elias 
would:do'for him ; whether he would come at laſt, and take 
his Fellow-prophet- down from the Croſs. After our Lord had 
received the Vinegar,” which was as it were the laſt dregs of the 
bitter cup, prepared for him by his heavenly Father to drink, 
he faid thole-precious words ſo-full of conſolation to poor fin- 


ners, conſummatumeſt;tthatall was finiſhed ; a Paſſiones conſum- 


mavi now,” as he ſaid an opus conſummavi, before he-entred on 
His paſſionFo, x7. All the; prophecies being now fulfilled , the 
Sacrifice offered, and the Ranſome of mankind from Goas wrath, 
and the Prince of Darkneſs, and frometernal Death, fully paid. 
And ſo with another loud and ftrong voice like the' former, re- 


-commending his now-departing Spirit into the hands of his ce- 


leſtial Eather, in-the wards again of- rhe Piatmiſto Fhenging 
his -dutiful ſubmiſſion toall his Will,-he pronounced :thoſe laſt 
words of his on the Croſs: In menus. tuas Pater commendo. ſpiri- 
tum meum Plal.30, And ſo: meekly bowing downhis head (which 

rhaps hitherto-washeld:ereced.'rowards heaven in prayer 


dee Heb.ig. 75)-gave up»the Ghoſt 5inorwhen, the torments..of 


death forced:it away, when: he pleaſed, 'ſecing allnow ful- 
filled, voluntarily to regiye;it; Shewing, in his-ſtrong out-cries, 


his miraculous power and ſtrength to have keptit longer ip. be- 


ing; about the ninth hour, the time of offering up the;Eyening 
Sacrifice, and in theend of the fixth' day of the- week, as en- 
_ into -his'Sabboath of reſt; The two MalefaQtors -that ſuf- 
fered with him being both yet alive ;not that our, Lord any way 
abbreviated for himſelf the torments of this cruel death, "_

All the paſſions of our Lord thus at laſt come to an End, and

his bloody Sacrifice for our redemption finiſhed, the Sun, which © 


ſeemed this while to have ſympath#zed with:his ſufferings, be- 
gan to recover its ſtrength; and now the infernal powers of 
darkneſs, their hour expired, to quake, and tremble, and with 
them the Earth alſo to ſhake in ſuch a manner, that the Rocks 
were rent aſunder with it; and particularly that of Mount Cal- 
vary, where our Lord ſuffered, cleft alunder ſome two or three 
foot from the hole wherein our Lords Croſs was faſtned, from 
one fide of the Hill to the other, to be ſeenat this day ; gaping 
-about an hand breath ; and the depth of it not to be ſounded. 
Yet the infinit mercy and long-ſutfering of God, who, to ſhew 
_ hisdiſpleaſure, rent the rocks, forbare to take preſent venge- 
ance on the Murderers of our Lord, giving them longer time to 
repent; as ſome of them/alſo did. | The veilof the Temple al- 
ſp, -remote-from-this -place and ſtanding at the other fide of 
the Ciry, was rentin two, ſaith the Evangeliſt, from the top to 
the bottom, Which veil divided the Sanftum Santtorum, where 
was thei Ark, the ſymbol of Gods preſence, from the outer 'Tem- 
-ple ; and into; which the' High: Prieft entred'only once every 
year, cariying inthither the blood of the- Sacrifice to ſprinkle 
4#tbefore the Ark: on'the ſolemn day of Expiation. The rent- 
p60 er Veil, at this time, was very. ſignificative. of the ef-

ing and ſforrowfal, as they came full of jeers and merrimeat. 


Our Lord's bleſſed Mother, and the other Galilean women, $- 106. 
| his former Attendaats, and St. John, ſtood there ftill by him ; 


though not having ſo much as his dead body in their power, 
nor knowing how to recover it outof the hands of Juſtice ; bat 
waiting on the Divine providence and good pleaſure concern- 
ingit. To whom it was ſome conſolation, to ſee his heavenl 
Majeſty ſhew himſelf by theſe ſtrange accidents ſo ſenfible of 
the cruel: execution of his only Son : and to hear, after that of 
the penitent Malefator, the confeflion of our Lords Deity 
come from thoſe /{frengers, the Roman Centurion and Soldi- 
ers; and to behold the peoples reſentment at laſt of their for- 
mer cruelties done to him ; though now too late for the preſer- 
vation of his life. | | | 
Meanwhile,of the repentance and relenting of the Governors 
of the Jews we hear nothing ; who, probably, in ſeeing theſe 
wonders, ſaid of theſe at his death; as they had of thofe in- his 
life ; that all came from the Devil : That this darkneſs, Earth- - 
quake, and renting the Rocks, wete effes of the rage of Sa- 
tan, thus deprived by their Juſtice of his prime Miniſter and 
Inftrument fog overthrowing of their law: or elſe, that they 
were expreflions'ot the Divine diſpleaſure againſt ſuch an Im- 
poſtor and Blaſphemer : as almoſt all prodigies and ſtrange ac- 
cidents receive a double and contrary interpretation, ,as the 
perſon wiſheth their prognoſtication ( and ſo predictions hin- 
der not events, though, after theſe, they manifeſt the divine 
rediſpoſal of them ): wherein alſo they were the more con- - 
rmed by that high affront, that ſeemed to be done to his Di- 
vine Majefty in the renting of the Sacred Yetl that covered his 
Sacred preſence in the Temple. For otherwiſe, it this man 
had bin ſo dear and nearly related to God, why did he not ra- 
ther {ave his life? And, if theſe things were done by his power, 
why not he rather by it unfaſten his nails, and deſcend from the

On which da 
alſo, being the Sabbath, they might not be taken-down ; whi 
alſo was defired, according to what God had exprefſly com- 
manded in Deateronomy, chap. 21. 23. thar-the y ſhould 
not remain all night upon the Tree: but that they ſhould in 
any wiſe bury it that day: ( for he that is hanged is accurſed of 
God-) that the land might not be dgfiled; Thus the Text. 
They beſoughrt him, therefore, that, though ſome of rhem not 
yet dead, they might by all means .be taken down, having 
their legs firſt broken to hinder, ifany ſtrength yer left in them, 
their' eſcape from: the Guards ; well —_— alſo, that. their 
cheifeſt prize, our Lord, was made ſure,-and dead already: the 
mangling of whoſe body alſo thus, though no torment, yet 
might be a further diſgrace. The Roman Governour at- their 
requeſt preſently ſending ſuch order to the Soldiers:of break- 
ing the Malefacors legs, and taking them away, they executed 
it upon the two Thieves,. who they ſaw as yet have ſome life in 
them ; but, when they came to our Lord already deceaſed; 
they forbare this ; becauſe indeed it was his Fathers good plea- 
ſure that his body ſhould not be mangled, nor a bone of him 
broken; which was alſo punQually obſerved in the roſted Pa- 
ſchal Lamb, the Type of him. This thing was done, faith St. 
Fe. 19.36. John, that the Scripture might be fulfilled; bone of him ſhall 
Exod. 12.46. not be broken ; to which end alſo hisdeath was haſtened ; inflict- 
, edontheothers in whom they perceived ſome life. - 

6. 108. - . Thus our Lord's Body, in which were to remain the ſcars of 
his Paflion, being not disfigured by any bone broken, only one

Whoſe 
ſeeing theſe two; noble perſons jolephrand Nicodemus, thro 
ſo much popular hate; to have fo honourably interred his Body, 
gave them & great jealouly : *'and the predictions alſo about his 
rifing again the third day much diſturbed them. Though, a 
thing, which was quite: forgotten: by. our Lords Diſciples and 
Followers, who, ane would think, had moſt cauſe to have 're- 
membred: it; and which he bad fo often rold them of; and 
they had;-nupon hearing it from him, alſo diſputed amongft 
themſelves, what ſhould be meant by ir, as they deſcended from 
the holy Mount, after our Lord's Transfiguration : and, after 
this again, were by :him- minded of it but the night before his 
paſſion, as they went along to'the Garden; he tefling them 
then alſo, .that, when riſen, he wquld go before them into Ga- 
lilee Mat. 26. 32. I fay this, forgotten by them, yet now very 
much troubled and dilquieted the thoughts of the High Prieſts. 
They could now call to mind; how, when asked him 2 
_— and again Mat. 12. 38: 16.4 healleged to them that 
of Jonah-zand'that the Son of man, as Jonah in the Whales bel- 
ly;ſhould lye three daies in the heart of the earth, and ſo be caſt 
up again; and'the jaws of Death not be ableto detain him; And 
his ſaying; that, if they deftroyed the Temple, meaning his 
dy; afrerthree daies he: raife ' it up; which ſpeech 'of 
his, though before they made it (mi raed by them) an 
Article to condemn him, yet now they could apprehend in an-
